EMANCIPATLON OF MIND, LDBOLOGICAL REMOLDING DISCUSSED 
Wuhan HUBEL RIBAO in Chinese 21 Mar 8! pp 1,2 
[Commentary: “Emancipation of the Mind and Ideological Remolding"™ | 


[Text] Since the Third Plenary Session of the Lith Party Central Committee 
established the general principles, “emancipate our minds, get things going, seek 
the truth in facts, and look forward in unity,” the broad party members and masses 
have enthusiastically responded to the party's call, broken through the ideological 
cage of the cult of personality, emashed the fetters of leftist ideology, upheld 
the use of the scientific attitude of seeking the truth in facts in order to recog~ 
nige the national conditions of our country, summarized the historical experience 
and lessons of our party, and brought forth in our nation the excellent situation 
of unprecedented ideological vitality, political stability and unity, healthy 
development of the national economy, and conspicuous improvement of the lives of 
the people. But in terms of the problem of emancipation of our winds, there con- 
tinue to exist certain incorrect viewpoints. Some people see emancipation of the 
mind as subjective--whatever you like fantasizing about free of any principles--and 
even go so far as to label certain capitalist, feudalist things as “emancipation of 
the mind;" and some comrades then believe these things have appeared because they 
have been “emancipated” through the emancipation of our minds, or at the very 
least, they feel that we have gone too far in the emancipation of our minds. it 

is easy to see that it is extremely important to correctly understand the implicit 
meaning behind the Party Central Committee's call for the emancipacion of our minds, 
and to correctly deal with and solve the problems which appear in the course of 
emancipating our sinds, so as to thoroughly implement the party line, principles, 
and policies, and build both a material and spiritual socialist civilization. 


The reason that the Party Central Committee called for the emancipation of our 

minds is because in the 10 years of unrest the Lin Siao, Jiang Qing councerrevolu- 
tionary cliques obscured theory and ideology, and when we add to this the later 
influence of “the two whatevers,” the people's thinking was bound in varying degrees 
by the cult of personality and leftist ideology. The thinking of some cadres lapsed 
into a condition of rigidity or semi-rigidity, severely restricting the progress 

of socialist undertakings. it was under these circumstances that the Third Plenary 
Session of the lith Party Central Committee called for emancipation of our minds. 
The essence of their directive was the demand that we emancipate ourselves from the 
bonds of the personality cult and leftist ideology, break through our ideological 














ossification, and, beginning with the actual situation of our nation, extract those 
immutable law=like elements which are native and not subjective concoctions to 

use 46 4 guide on our New Long Mareh. It is precisely with thie meaning in mind 
that we say emancipation of our minds is for the purpose of making thought and 
reality correspond and making the subjective and objective correspond. It is to 
seek the truth in facts and uphold the ideological line of dialectical materialien. 


To make our thought correspond to reality and to truly manage to seek the truth in 
facts are the demands of emancipation of ovr minds, and are the tasks of remolding 
ideology. Comrade Mao Zedong said: “The struggle of the proletariat and the 
revolutionary people to remoid the world includes realizing the following tasks: 
remolding the objective world and remolding our own subjective worlds--remolding 

our own ability to comprehend, and remolding the relationship between the subjective 
world and the objective world.” All of the gistakes in aistaken ideology are due to 
a lack of correspondence with objective reality, 4 separation of the subjective and 
the objective. The reason that people can be bound by 4 personality cult and 
leftist ideology is because their minds are full of idealiem and metaphysics. There- 
fore, if we want to emancipate ourselves from the bondage of mistaken thinking, we 
must remold our thinking, remove idealism and metaphysice from our sinds, and exert 
great effort in studying, grasping, and employing the standpoints, viewpoints, and 
methods of dialectical materialism and historical materialiem. Only in this way 

can we correctly understand the world and make our thinking correspond with reality 
and the subjective correspond with the objective. The mo.e thoroughly we sweep 

away idealism and metaphysics from our minds, the more firmly established our 
proletarian world view will be. And our thinking will then correspond even more 

to reality, and the emancipation of our minds will be all the sore thorough. There- 
fore, the process of emancipating our minds is, in practice, the process of remolding 
our thinking; emancipation of our minds, then, calle for consciously remolding our 
ideology and firmly establishing th» proletarian world view. 


Emancipation of our minds, of course, requires that we break all restricting frame- 
works that limit our thinking, but it gust accord with definite principles--namely 
the four fundamenta’ principles of Communist Party leadership, the socialist road, 
the people's democratic dictatorship--the dictatorship of the proletariat--and 
Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought. These four fundamental principles brought 
about the great victories of the socialist revolution and socialist construction 
work. If we wish to do well in socialist modernization construction, we gust uphold 
these four fundamental principles. This is a scientific conclusion which, based on 
the actual situation of our nation, was arrived at through the historical experi- 
ence of our nation's revolutionary struggle. You can also say that it is 4a 
objective law. The party calle on ws to emancipate our minds because it wants us 
to seek the truth in facts, and because it wants us, in accordance with these 
fundamental laws, to search the objectively existing material world for each and 
every concrete law. Therefore, the four fundamental principles not only do not 
stand in opposition to the emancipation of our minds, but moreover, it is only by 
adhering to the four fundamental principles that the emancipation of our minds will 
have the correct direction. 


Those viewpoints that hold that emancipation of the mind need not adhere to any 
principles are unrealistic nensense. Emancipation of the mind which is unprincipled 
does not exist. The true question is with what principles emancipation of the mind 








should aceord, in the final period of Buropean feudal society, the bourgeoisie 
brought up the idea of “the emancipation of the individual personality,” and it had 
ite principles. They were emancipation from the bends of feudal tyranny and opening 
4 road for the development of capitealiem. New our party is calling for the emanci-~- 
pacion of our minds and it aleo has ite principles. They are allowing everyone to 
emancipate themselves from the bonds of a1] mistaken ideologies, conforming even 
better to the four fundamental principles, and forcefully carrying out the four 
modernizations construction, This is the only true, and unprecedented thorough, 
great emancipation of mind, All thinking which has been “emancipated,” yet is 
divorced from the four fundamental principles, is merely nonproletarian ideology 

in various guises. for 4 period of time just prior to this, some people waved 

the banner of emancipation of the mind and agitated for anarchiem, not wanting the 
leadership of the party or the people's government; some people openly encouraged 
the notion “grubbing for money," revered money and worshiped material goods, egoiem 
and extreme individualiem; some people envied the declining, rotten bourgeois 
culture and pursued 4 bourgeois lifestyle; some people “saw through the red dust" 
“ved duet" is a Buddhist term which refers to man's care-ridden social and material 
world) and thought to leave their homes and become gonke or guns, and so on. How 
was thie emancipation of the mind? This clearly was using bourgeois ideology and 
feudal superstition to imprison the self. It was 4 misinterpretation and a 
distortion of emancipation of the mind. 


Young people are least conservative in their thinking. They are courageous in 
boldly innovating and thie is good. But they quet correctly understand innovation. 
Innovation is not the abandonment of all that is old, but rather ir a selective 
discardance of old things. Just as we cannot throw the baby out with the bath 
water, when we are eradicating superstition and correcting mistakes, we cannot 
abandon the things that practice has already repeatedly provem to be correct. 
Innovation is also not closing your doors and giving rein to wild imaginings, but 
rather is, in practice, the researching of new problems in accordance with the Line 
of understanding of materialiom, summarizing new experiences and searching for new 
lawe. Seo called innovation which is divorced from reality and from the practice 

of the working people, and which is carried out without remolding one's world 

view, is nothing more than trash culled from the ideological arsenals of the land- 
lord clase and the bourgeoisie, nothing more than some dregs that have floated up 
with the tide of the emancipation of our winds. The fact that these drege have 
floated upwards is not indicative that the emancipation of our minds has gone too 
far, and is even less indicative that emancipating our minds is wrong. It is only 
indicative of the obstinacy of old ideologies and old consciousness, and of the need 
for ideological remolding. If we do not seriously remold our ideology and establish 
a proletarian world view, then we cannot have true emancipation of our minds in our 
lifetime. 


At present, we must continue to emancipate ourselves from the cult of personality 
created by the Lin Biao, Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques, from the bonds 

of “the two whatevers,” and from the mistaken influence of the “left.” the thorough 
implementation of this line, principles, and policies of the Third Plenary Session 
of the lith Party Central Committee is still being hindered, and the movement to 
emancipate our minds which will free us from the bonds of these mistaken ideologies 
has still not been completed. If we wish to move forward in emancipating our minds 
from the bonds of feudal class, bourgeois, and petty bourgeois ideologies, we need 








even more time and an even more formidable effort. Looking at this with the 
understanding that man's knowledge gust develop aleng with the development of 
objective materials, then we know that the developmert of objective materials and 
man's knowledge are both unlimited, and the emancipacion of mind is without end, 

At no time can thinking stagnate or become rigid. be do not pecmit the waving of 
the banner of emancipation of the mind in order to evcourage bourgeois lLiberaliza- 
tion, and we oppose attributing these problems which have appeared to emancipation 
of our winds, and doubting and renouncing emancipation of our minds. Lets keep 
firmly in mind the inetructional legacy of Premier Zhou Enlai: “Live to a ripe old 
age, study to 4 ripe old age, remold to a ripe old age.” Lets work hard at study- 
ing Marxism=-Leniniem and Mao Zedong Thought, seriously remold our world view, 
adhere to the four fundamental principles, continually emancipate our minds, and 
press for the continuing victory of socialist modernization construction.

QUESTION OF CHANGE IN PARTY'S POLICLES DISCUSSED

[Text] At present, there is much discussion on the question whether the general 

and specific policies determined since the Third Plenary Session of the Central 
Committee would change. Some people complain: “It was said at the start that once 
circumstances improve policies would change. Have they not changed?" Some consider: 
"Lt is now said that policies will not change but actually they are changing." 

Some are sure that “the policies have not changed at all.” 


It is heartening that the masses are concerned with the party's policies and 
important matters of state. Under the situation of speedy development. it is also 
inevitable that some comrades for a moment do not understand, have dowbts ana dif- 
ferent opinions. It should be recognized that the masses had formerly suffered 
enough from frequent changes in policy when mistakes of leftist tendencies played 
a leading role. This mood of fearing “change,” accompanied by physical and mental 
suffering is entirely understandable. People now fear “change” but in a way it 
reflects the benefits of the oeneral and specific policies of the Third Plenary 
Session which are persona! | \t by the masses so that they wholeheartedly support 
and hope that these policies will become relatively stable. Thus it is highly 
necessary to und+ stand the question of whether in the cu’ ent readjustment, the 
lines, general an. specific policies determined by the Thi Plenary Session will 
eventually change or have already changed. 


The 3¢ Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committe is a great turning ~voint 
in the history of our party. It determined the central guiding principle from 
which everything proceeds from reality in emancipating the mind, exercising the 
brain, being practical and realistic, looking ahead in unity, or one can say, 
thoroughly correcting the mistakes of leftist tendencies. In accordance with the 
guiding principle, the plenary session put forward the significant strategy of 
shifting the emphasis of the whole party's ork to modern socialist construction, 
raising the question of carrying out readjustment of the national economy to 
resolve its great proportional dislocation. Subsequently, under the guidance of the 
policies of the Third Plenary Session, the party and government promptly put forward 
the policy to “readjust, restructure, consolidate, and improve," and formulated a 














Beties of effective economic policies and measures, However, a8 many comrades 
have not emancipated themselves from the yoke of erroneous “leftist” guiding 
principles shaped over a long period of time, they do not understand the readjust- 
ment policy put forth since the Third Plenary Session and have not carried it out 
Vigorously. Consequently, the conditions of proportional dislocation in the 
hational economy are basically unchanged, hiding danger that cannot be ignored. In 
order to thoroughly turn this passive situation around so that our economy can 
steadily advance on 4 feasible and reliable basis, the Central Committee promptly 
put torward a significant policy to further readjust the national economy. 
Obviously, thie is precisely a further step to implement the general and specific 
policies of economic readjustment since the Third Plenary Session, aad is precisely 
a further step to implement the Third Plenary Session's central guiding principle 
to be practical and realistic and to correct the mistakes of leftiet tendencies. 
What “change” is there? 


To successfully realize the shift in emphasis of the party's work, at the Third 
Plenary Session the party Central Committee called on the whole party and the whole 
people to “develop a stable and unified political situation.” How do we realize 
political stability and unity? The plenary session proceeded from reality and put 
forth the demand to develop socialist democracy and a sound socialist legal system. 
Subsequently, the Central Committee proposed to adhere to the four basic principles 
in accordance with the spirit of the plenary session. It is precisely under the 
guiding principle of the Third Plenary Session that it took over 2 years for a good 
political situation to appear in our country, which is rare since the founding of 
the state. At the same time, social realities tell us that in order to consolidate 
and develop a stable and unified situation, we must ultimately adhere to the princi- 
ples of the socialist legal system and continually remove various factors of 
instability, and we must ultimately carry out struggle with influence that destroys 
stability and unity. Imperfect areas in the system of socialist democracy must 
continually improve under the developing situation. Therefore, at the same time 
when the party Central Committee recently put forward the implementation of 
further readjustment of the national economy, it proposed taking further steps to 
realize stability and unity. This is clearly a further step to implement the 
policy to “develop a stable and unified political situation” put forward by the 
Third Plenary Session. It is precisely a further step to implement the guiding 
principle of the Thir! Plenary Session in proceeding from reality and looking ahead 
in unity. What “char .e" is there? 


When we say that the lines, general and specific policies of the Third Plenary 
Session have not c’ nged, we mean that their fundamental spirit has not changed 
and will not ch. .e in a rather long period of time. This is because they fully 
embody the guiding ideology for being practical and realistic and for correcting 
the mistakes of leftist tendencies, and scientifically reflect the objective law 
of social development and the interest of the masses. However, with the passage 
of time and changes in circumstances, certain concrete policies of the party may 
be altered, and in the implementation of the lines, general and specific policies 
since the Third Plenary Session they must continually be substantiated, perfected 
and developed. Why is it necessary to readjust and alter certain concrete 
policies? We say that concrete policies are formulated according to concrete 
circumstances. As circumstances continually change and things continually develop, 
we should therefore correspondingly readjust and alter certain concrete policies 
following these changes and develcpment, so that they may conform even more 

with objective reality and continually be substantiated and perfected in practice. 





At present, a8 we take further steps to readjust the national economy, we are 
confronted with many new circumstances and problems. It is precisely an 

objective inevicability of respecting social development that we proceed from 
reality, supplement or alter certain conerete policies in order to suit the needs 
of economic readjustment. Take the system of job responsibility in agricultural 
production for example. At firet it was “not to advocate” payment for joint 
production, but later it was stated “alright” in documents. In practice, this 
system of job responsibility clearly demonstrated enormous vitality and excellence. 
Now it has been fully ascertained and popularized throughout the rural areas of 
the whole country. Since last year the party and government have proceeded from 
reality, and in accordance with the wish of the masses, put forward diverse 
systems of job responsibility, further supplementing and developing related concrete 
policies, promoting the growth of agricultural production. Why do we not gladly 
make thie kind of “change”? Besides, since the Third Plenary Session, implementa- 
tion of the readjustment policy has not been vigorous because many of our comrades 
have “ot yet emancipated themselves from the yoke of leftist mentality. In taking 
further steps of readjustment, in order to adjust the unrealistic high targets and 
truly and sufficiently withdraw those that should be withdrawn, it aleo requires 
us to make some necessary changes in concrete policies and measures. In any case, 
the readjustment and changes of certain concrete policies and measures are entirely 
consistent with the central guiding principle of the Third Plenary Session, in 
accordance with national conditions and the people's will, and favorable to 
economic readjustment and political stability. 


The effective lines, general and specific policies since the Third Plenary Session 
are basically unchanged and the Central Committee has reaffirmed that they will 
continue to be firmly and unswervingly implemented. Why do some comrades feel 
that they are “changing” or will “change”? Viewed from actual circumstances there 
are the following reasons. One is that some comrades lack earnest study of the 
party lines, general and specific policies and are somewhat metaphysical in their 
ideological methods. We say that the central spirit of the Third Plenary Session 
opposes and corrects the mistakes of leftist tendencies, and in the period of 
readjustment, at the same time when opposition against the “left is emphasized, 
correct other erroneous tendencies existing in eal life. This is basicaliy 
normal, but some comrades often view policies as absolutes and habitually treat 
problems as static and isolated, thus thinking that policies have changed. For 
example, we have carried out economic reforms in recent years in accordance with 
the spirit of the Third Plenary Session there have appeared diversified economic 
sectors, channels of circulation and forms of management so that the whole national 
economy has become dynamic. But at the same time, speculation, profiteering and 
smuggling activities seized the opportunity to arise, seriously affecting the 
market economy. Therefore, we now emphasize strengthening economic legislation and 
management. With this, some comrades think that the policy to enlive the economy 
has become “restrictive” and “changed.” Actually, in the course of imp!ementation 
of a policy when certain intcrferences appear relatively close together in a period 
of time, it is entirely necessary to make corresponding changes in particular 
emphases of the work. This is not changing the policy itself. On the contrary, 

it is done precisely for better implementation of the policy. 


Another reason is that some comrades misunderstand the party's policies because 
they cannot correctly understand and handle state, collective and individual 
interests. The party's policies manifest the combined interests of the state, 








collective and individual. The interests of the three are basically and certai ily 
consistent, but at certain times contradictions do exist. When contradictions 
appear, the party and government proceed from the overall situation to switably 
regulate the interests of the three. This does net signify a change in policy 
itself. For the party's policies, we can only proceed from the point of view of 
the overall situation and interests of the whole in order to have an overall and 
correct understanding. If we always limit ourselves to the individual or the 
emall group and proceed from partial and short-term interests to weigh advantages 
and disadvantages, gains and losses, considering a policy as “relaxing” when 
something is advantageous to oneself and “restricting” and "changing" when 
something ia temporarily disadvantageous, misunderstanding and plaintive senti- 
ments will ensue, which are highly uncalled for. We all know that under the 
guidance of the party and government policy to enliven the economy, some "rights" 
and “benefits” have been given to the peasants in recent years, thus enterprises of 
commune production brigades have generally developed speedily. Judging from the 
results, the collective and individual become wealthier when productior brigades 
take this path. However, we are here talking about a single economic unit and a 
partial, microcosmic economic result. In the period of further readjustment, if 
we judge from the whole situation of the national economy and macroscopic economic 
result, here there also exists the contradiction of the interests of the three. 
Therefore, the party and government proceed from the overall situation, slow down 
the pace of return of rights and benefits, carry out suitable regulation of state, 
collective and personal interests. Clearly, this regulation has not altered the 
related economic policies and has not denied the direction of reform. The question 
is that after regulating the interests of the three, if partially viewed, the 
collective and individual may temporarily lose certain benefits, but from the 
overall situation, it is favorable to economic readjustment. This demands that 
we adopt the attitude of being masters to care for the overall situation, ready 
to abandon and sacrifice some personal and small group interests, actively share 
cares and burdens with the party and state, and do a good job in readjustment 
with one heart and mind. 


Besides, some comrades of course have not emancipated themselves from the "leftist" 
yoke and have always savored the Lines, general and specific policies since the 
Third Plenary Session differently. As soon as readjustment is mentioned, they 
believe that the policies have “changed” and feel warmly toward that former 
"leftist" stuff. Moreover, some of our departments and units have not solemnly 
treated and correctly carried out the party's policies. They act on their own and 
disrupt themselves, arousing misunderstanding and dissatisfaction of the masses. 
All this must be corrected through studying the general and specific policies of 
the party in earnest. 


Our conclusion is this: Inthe period of further readjustment, the fundamental 
policies of the party since the Third Plenary Session have not changed and will not 
change, while certain concrete policies and measures need to be readjusted, sup- 
plemented, and altered by proceeding from reality. Their central goal is to suit 
and promote further readjustment of the national economy and to lay a solid founda- 
tion for the construction of socialist modernization. Let us firmly ea" 
unswervingly strive to continue the implementation of the lines, gen cal and 
specific policies of the Third Plenary Session.

This ie =. ry heartening phenomenon, and is a sign 
of the prosperity and advancement of « e:\: tprise, 


Comrade Mao Zedong said: “The growth *’ aewborn things must pass through a 
difficult and tortuous development. In the enterprise of socialism, if we do not 
want to pass through difficulties and complications or to expend great efforts, if 
we want everything to go smoothly and meet with easy success, then this way of 
thinking is merely illusion.”

If we want te pull ourselves together, then we gust correctly understand the situation 
and be filled with beliefs chat will win. The wounds inflicted on our party and

@ serious illness; he cannot absorb nourishment well; h cannot eliminate well;

the physician's art. Some people, on seeing thie aspect of the situation, lose 

faith and cannot recover their spirits, However, since the Third Plenum democracy 
within the party and socialist democracy have been further promoted; the apathetic 
atmosphere of the |O-year period of rampage. that wae like 10,000 horses standing 
mute, has been dispelled; and all kinds of positive elements have begun to be 
mbilised., Our workers, our peasants, and our intellectuals are working in an earnest 
and down to earth manner, and socialist men of action are springing up in great 
numbers. In the struggle against the counterrevolutionary cliques of Lin Biao and 
Jiang Qing, our party was tempered eo as to be more mature, gained a better grasp 

of the scientific system of Marxiem-Leniniem, deepened ite understanding of the 
actual situation in China, brought order out of the chaos of the leftist line that

the beginning of the sixties, is also guch better. What the present situation 
demands of us is that we must not moan and groan in the face of individual weaknesses 
in certain areas and, especially, we gust not continually find fault; we suet dis- 
pla; a spirit of revolutionary optimiem, aaintain a vigorous revolutionary will to 
struggle, work in a down to earth manner under the leadership of the party, and 
overcome difficulties one by one in order to bring about a much better situation. 

We should believe firmly that the general historical tendency leading to the victory 
of socialiem over capitalism cannot be reversed, and that the road ahead is bright. 


If we are to pull ourselves together, then we gust have a wide proletarian breadth 
of vision and not calculate on the basis of individual favors or grudges.

[The historical figure) Liu Zongyuan [2692 1350 0337) was 
4 representative of the feudal clase; after he was dismissed from his office of 
administrative chief of Linzhouw Prefecture (during the Song Dynasty), he never 
sought to have thie great injustice redressed but, for the sake of his clase as a 
whole, he suppressed hie resentment, “Because of hie echolarly ways and because he 
had taught them how to restrain themselves, the people of hie prefecture went along 
with hie denial of responsibility.” If a figure representing the feudal classe could 
be so broadminded after being dismissed from office, can it be that our own cadres 
who have received many yeare of party education, after the humiliations they met 
with | we been redreseed, still have anything to be depressed about? Our comrades, 
in struggle against the enemy, are all prepared to sacrifice themselves; having been 
put through ervel, torture by the enemy, once they have returned to the revolutionary 
tanks there is not one word of complaint; but some people, in the internal life of 
the party, de not have the epirit of being prepared to accept humiliation. Some 
comrades who have been attacked and humiliated often develop fixations in their 
thinking that they cannot escape from. They should be aware of the fact that the 
humiliations they received, although received at the hands of comrades, never _heless, 
when the problem is traced to ite source, were caused by the disturbance and 
destruction wrought by the counterrevolutionary cliques of Lin Biao and Jiang Qing, 
and the responsibility for those misdeeds cannot be charged to the account of the 
party organization or to the account of certain individual comrades, but should be 
charged to the account of the counterrevolutionary cliques of Lin Biao and Jiang 
Qing. Looking at the problem in thie way, it will be possible to alleviate our sense 
of outrage, pull ourselves together, and with one wind and one heart overcome the 
results of the 10 years of rampage. 


If we «ant to get a hold of ourselves, then we gust be openhearted and magnanimous, 
and establish in ourselves a strong sense of responsibility toward the party and the 
people. During the period of the 10 years of rampage, some comrades then in positions 
of power, under the influence of the leftist line, wrongly singled out some comrades 
for punishment, and under the objective historical conditions of the time, this was 
very hard to avoid; the party and the people completely understand the causes that 

led to this, and the comrades who were wrongly punished are capable of forgiving them.

[Article by Ren Zhongyt [0117 1813 1138): “The Current Pressing tmportance of 
Further Study of Theory™] 


[Text] Since the Third Plenum, the party Central Committee has formulated a 
political, ideological, and organizational line for the new historic period, 

and a whole series of guiding principles and policies. The Central Committee's 
working conference last December also proposed a great program of carrying out a 
further readjustment of the economy and realizing a further stabilization 
politically. These lines, programs, and policies were all formulated on the basis 
of the basic theories of Marxies and profound general conclusions drawn from 
several decades of experience and lessons learned. If we want the entire party 
and the people of the entire country to gain a deep understanding of them and 
implement them in their work, then it is necessary to engage in 4 vast amount of 
arduous work. One extremely important item of this work is to augment the basic 
Marxist theoretical education of cadres, and through them to propagandize and 
implement the party's line, programs, and policies among the broad masses. 


Regarding the broad masses of cadres, and leading cadres in particular, the further 
study of theory has extremely great pressing importance at present. 


In order to resolutely carry out the party line, we quest further study theory. 


Everyone remembers that when the guiding principles of the party's Third Plenum 
were first proposed, some comrades did not comprehend them. When the idea that 
practice is the only standard for testing truth was emphasized, there vere also 
some people who did not approve. There have been people who were suspicious of 
the party's policies regarding the countryside, industry, intellectuals, and so 
forth. One important reason why some comrades have not been able to clearly under- 
stand the party's line, programs, and policies is that they lack theoretical 
training. This clearly indicates that augmenting theoretica' education is related 
to the important question of enabling the broad masses of ca. es, on the basis 

of the party line, to unify their thinking and maintain political unanimity with 
the party Central Committee. Since the Third Plenum, it can still be seen that 
there are some comrades who often vacillate in the course of carrying out the 
party line. As soon as the promotion of democracy is mentioned, they either 




















reject or de not dare to uphold even the legal system and discipline; a8 soon as 
the legal system ic emphasized, they again have doubts and an attitude of resent~ 
ment about the correctness and necessity of the very democracy that was advocated 
in the preceding paragraph; a8 soon as doing things according to the economic 
regulations is advocated, some people relax ideological and political work and 
administrative leadership; if now we emphasize concentration of political power, 
unification, and administrative interference, then some people will consider that 
the prospect of reviving the economy seems to be problematical. The slogan of 
"doing things according to the economic regulations” is both advocated and not 
advocated at the same time, and they even want to drag out all those old, dead 
methods from the past. Why is there always thie vacillation? Why all these 
surges of feeling pulling people thie way and that? One important reason is that 
these people lack the proper theoretical basis. Guangdong has been opened up to 
the outside world, news from abroad arrives very quickly, and there are many 
rumors, some of them extremely abeurd and malicious, and some of our comrades, 

to one's surprise, do not distinguish truth from falsehood and, after hearing them, 
do not resolutely refute them, but half believe and half doubt them. Their level 
of theoretical and political understanding is low. Practice tells us that only 
if our cadres conscientiously study Marxism-Leniniem and Mao Zedong Thought and 
consolidate their theoreti-al basis somewhat will they be better able, in dealing 
with events, to distinguish right from wrong and truth from falsehood, avoid 

a high degree of wavering when encountering signe of disturbance, and maintain 
their Marxist resolve in the course of implementing the party line. This point 
is particularly important with regard to leading cadres of all ranks. 


If we want to analyze the new situation correctly and research new problems, 
further study of theory is necessary. 


The building of socialist wdernization involves many problems for which a ready 
solution is not to be found in books, and there are many matters which those 
before us never dealt with. For example, the special economic zones we have 
created have no precedent in our country and they are also different from any 
special economic zones in any other country in the world. The fundamental special 
characteristic that makes our special economic zones different from any others 

is that, since we want to open up to the outside world and attract foreign 
capital and foreign technology to speed up our economic construction, we must 
also strictly adhere to the four basic principles. How to do a good job of 
establishing these special economic zones of ours is a new problem thac, from 
theory to practice, we must grope our way in trying to solve. There are a great 
many problems that are waiting to be researched and solved in the economy and 
there are also 4 great many new problems that need to be researched in the field 
of politics. For example, how can we further eradicate the “leftist” tendency 
and prevent the disaster of the “leftist” tendency from reoccuring? How can we 
both fully promote people's democracy and maintain the leadership of the party 

at the same time? How can we both resolutely protect the legal democratic rights 
of the masses of people and proceed strictly according to the law, and yet not 
give an opportunity to be used to advantage by those antiparty, antisocialist 
people who fear only that there may be no confusion in the world, so that we can 


preserve political stability? These are all new problems we need to 
conscientiously research and solve. These are problems which cannot be evaded 


and for which the situation compels us to find an answer. There are some who fear 
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only that there may be no confusion in the world, who talk a lot to the effect 
that socialiam is net as good as capitaliem and that the party leadership is 
interfering with democratic life, and who come up with all kinds of falee 
reasoning, challenging ue to fight and debate. Ase for their ridiculous theories, 
we must refute them, so that they cannot incite and take advantage of the masses. 
In short, im economics, politics, and in other areas, there are many new 
problems which we must research and for which we @uet find anewers, for which 

we must not fail to find the answers. If we want to research and find anevers to 
these questions, we gust use the weapons of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong 
Thought, and we must put 4 lot of strenuous effort into a deep study of theory. 
Otherwise, we will be without the means to anewer the demands made on ue by the 
new situation. 


In order to augment and improve the party's leadership, it is aleo necessary to 
study theory further. 


Based on our party's political and organizational line for the new period, our 
syetem of leadership has gone through a great many changes. For many years, the 
phenomenon of our party committees taking on everything has been universal; 

great and emall matters have all been discussed and decided by party committees, 
and the effect of the National People's Congress, the government, the law courte, 
and the procuratorate has not been brought into play very well. Wow it is 
different: the National People's Congress has truly become the body with the 
highest authority, and it will exercise the legislative authority; the law courte 
and procuratorate will independently exercise the judicial authority and the 
procuratorial authority; the party and the government will also be separated, 

and the government will set up an independent working system. Under these new 
circumstances, should we still maintain the leadership of the party? The anewer 
is affirmative. The core of the four basic principles is to maintain the 
leadership of the Communist Party. Hereafter, the party's leadership should not 
only rot be weakened, it should be strengthened. However, in order to strengthen 
the leadership of the party, we must improve our methods of leadership. The 
party's leadership manifested within the party (and only the party) can give the 
workers class and the entire body of the people correct theoretical guidance, 
point out for them the direction in which to advance, and formulate correct 
lines, programs, and policies. In order to realize the party's leadership, 

we must rely on the combat effectiveness of che party organization, and rely on 
the exemplary vanguard effect of the broad masses of party members. The party 
committees cannot directly issue orders to the people's congress, the government, 
the law courts, the procuratorate, or other structures outside the party. The 
party gust go through all levels of party organization (party committees, party 
groups, general branches, and branches) to carry out leadership, and it is 
through Communist Party members that it manifests ite leadership. Every Communist 
Party member, no matter in what departm@ent of work or in what job, gust carry out 
the organization's resolutions and directions and gust struggle to implement the 
pa. y's line, programs, and policies, and the party organization's resolutions. 
This, then, require that every party members gust acquire a definite grasp of 
Marxist theory, maintain a spirit of struggle and sacrifice, exert an exemplary 
vanguard effect everywhere, gain prestige among the masses, and be someone the 
masses can trust and rely on. Our party is the core of leadership for the people 
of the entire country, and ite decisions and suggestions are all made on the basis 
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of the situation as 4 whole and for the benefit of the broad masses of people; 

in order better to reflect the people's wishes and work to their advantage, the 
party orgeuigation, in making tmportant decisions, must definitely follow the 

masse line and fully prowte internal party democracy and people's democracy, Onee 
the party organization sakes 4 decision, based on the principle that the individual 
is subordinate to the organisation, party members must then struggle to carry out 
the party organization's decision. Party sembers not only should not oppose the 
party's decisions, but they should actively and effectively work to propagandisze 
and explain them to people outside the party so a6 to gain their approval and 
support. Thies, then, demande that party members guet understand the theories of 
Marxiem=Leniniem regarding the party, understand the party's organisational 
principles and the responsibilities of party members, and be good at propagandiszing 
and explaining the party's decisions and directions to people outside the party. 

In brief, under the new circumstances, if we want to maintain the Leadership 

of the party, we must increase the extent of party members’ responsibility and 
heighten the theoretical level of party members and leading cadres.

LIAONING GOVERNMENT WORK REPORT REVIEWS POLICIES, TASKS

[Text] Fellow representatives: | have been entrusted by the provincial people's 
government to make a report on government work to the Provincial People's Congress. 
I ask that you take it under discussion. 


l. A Review of the Year's Work 


in the year from the Provincial Fifth People's Congress of January last year to 
the present, our province has made quite evident accomplishments in various 
endeavore under the correct leadership of the Party Central Committee and of the 
State Counc i) and under the direct leadership of the Provincial CCP Committee. 


The p-ovincial and national economies have made steady advances in readjustment. 
Last year, under conditions of numerous calamities affecting agriculture, total 
grain and legume production ampunted to 23.47 billion jin and the total value of 
agricultural production amounted to 5.56 billion yuan. This was the best level 
since the founding of the nations There vere new developments in agriculture, 
forestry, animal husbandry, sideline industries and fishing as well as in various 
types of businesses. Under conditions of inadequate energy resources, the value 
of total industrial production was 45.6 billion yuan, an increase of 8.6 percent 
over 1979 in terme of comparable calibration ratios. Output of the majority of 
major industrial products either fulfilled or exceeded annual production plans. 
The amount of freight transport by railroad, the quantities of goods handled by 
porte and highway transport all fulfilled their annual plans in advance and the 
post and telecompunications sectors also completely fulfilled their targets in 
various categories. In basic construction, the emphasis was placed on energy 
resources, light textile industries and on construction items closely related 

to the people's livelihood. Residential construction in cities and towns through- 
out the province amounted to 10.51 million equare meters, an increase of 22.6 
percent over the previous year. The area of completed construction amounted to 
5.35 million square meters, an increase of 29 percent over the previous year. 
Such a large quantity and rapid rate of residential construction have rarely been 
seen in this province over the past 30 years. Urban and rural markets became 
more and more prosperous, with both purchases and sales being vigorous. There were 
increases of 7.3 percent and 11.1 percent, respectively, over 1970 in the total 
value of commodities purchased and the total value of commodities sold for the 
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provinee as a whole, There was also a further improvement in the supply of 
commodities for food and clothing. There was a fairly large advance in foreign 
trade, with trade being undertaken with more than 130 nations and regions. There 
was an increase over the previous year of 37 percent in the total value of export 
commodities purchased, 


There were new developments in science and technology, cultural and educational 

work and health. More than 2,000 scientific and technological accomplishments 

were made throughout the province as a whole, some of which were close to or up 

to domestic and international advanced levels. The total number of students in 
institutions of higher learning for the province as a whole amounted to 62,000, 

the highest number in history. There has been a rapid development of broadcasting 
universities, television universities, correspondence universities, workers' 
universities and night universities, with more than 88,000 students attending school. 
There has been a change in the inequitable status of the structure of secondary 
education. There has been an improvement in the quality of teaching in schools 

of all types. Literary and artistic creation has flourished. Reorganization of 
health work has proceeded. The natural population growth rate for the province 

as a whole fell from 12 per thousand in the previous year to 9 per thousand. 

In national competitions, the athletes of our province made 19 of the highest 
records in the nation. In international competitions, they won 21 gold medals, 
acquiring honor for the nation. New accowplishments were also made in such areas 

of work as news, publishing, broadcasting, television and release of motion pictures. 


There were improvements in the livelihood of the people on a foundation of advances 
in production. Last year, employment was found in cities and towns throughout the 
province for more than 700,000 persons. Forty percent of workers were promoted, 
with 350,000 workers from the fourth class wage bracket to the fifth class bracket. 
The piece rate was extended and there was an increase over the previous year of 
17.8 percent in the total amount of wages earned by workers in the province as a 
whole. The total amount of savings for cities and towns in the province as a 
whole amounted to 1.79 billion yuan. The average income for the population from 
the collectives in the agricultural villages for the province as a whole amounted 
to 117 yuan, while the total savings in the agricultural villages was 631.92 million 
yuan. The peasants are jubilant and the agricultural villages are becoming more 
and more prosperous. 


There was consolidation and expansion of the very good state of stability and 
unity throughout the province and there was a continuous change for the better in 
social order in the urban and rural areas. There was close coordination between 
ihe public security and judicial administrative departments and the courts and 
the procuratorate. A large amount of work was done and there were vigorous attacks 
on the subversive activities of counterrevolutionary elements and of various 
criminal elements. The socialist legal system continuously made its way into 
people's minds. Ideological education for young people was intensified and there 
was a further development of the spirit of socialist morality. Correspondence 
and visiting work were intensified at all government levels, with close relation- 
ships being maintained with the masses. 


For the past year, the units of the People's Liberation Army stationed in Liaoning 
have actively expanded activities of supporing the government and cherishing the 
people and have given energetic support to building socialism in our province. 
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Peoples of all nationalities within the province united together, and, with one 
heart and one mind, contributed their strength to establishing socialist moderni- 
zation. Trade unions of all levels as well as such mass organizations in the 
province as the Communist Youth Le gue, the Women's Federation, the Sciences 
Association and the China Federation of Literary and Art Circles energetically 
assisted in government work, Militia work throughout the entire province has 
also continuously been strengthened, 


New victories have been obtained in work on all battle lines throughout the province 
as a whole. The pricniple reason for this has been the correctness of the lines 
and of the general and specific policies that have been determined since the Third 
Plenary Session of the Party Central Committee. This has actively stimulated 

the socialist initiative of the vast numbers of cadres and masses. 


In the vear since the establishment of the provincial people's government, people 
throughout the entire province have been organized and mobilized in carrying out 
the tasks determined at the Second Meeting of the F' fth Session of the National 
People's Congress. ‘nder the leadership of the Provincial CCP Committee, the 
directives of the Party Central Committee and of the State Council have resolutely 
been carried out and a great deal of work has been done in integrating general 
conditions in Liaoning. 


1. A preliminary readjustment of the national economy was carried out. Over the 
past year there has been a conscientious readjustment of internal structure and 
crop arrangements in agriculture, with accelerated expansion in economic crops, 
forestry and animal husbandry. New changes were made in the ratio between light 
and heavy industry. There was an increase from 27.7 percent in 1979 to 32.4 percent 
in the proportion of the value of total production accounted for by light industry. 
Throughout the province as a whole, 221 industrial enterprises were closed down 
and 329 were merged. There was a preliminary improvement in the severe state of 
imbalance in proportion of unified distribution of coal mines and excavation. 

Such heavy industries as the iron and steel and machine industries undertook 
intensified reorganization on their own and made efforts to produce goods for 
agriculture, light industry and market demand, which are in short supply. Military 
industries actively produced goods required by the people, thereby contributing 

to the market and the demands of the people for daily life. 


In basic construction, there was a readjustment in the direction of investment, 
with the total amount of investment in nonproductive construction rising from 
33.3 percent in 1979 to 42.9 percent. 


2. An active reform of the economic management system has been carried out. 

Last year, industrial enterprises throughout the province as a whole carried out 
tests of rights of independence on a broad scale at 262 places. Tests were also 
conducted in several hundred units in the finance and trade, scientific research 
and design sectors. One-hundred seventy-three specialized companies of various 
types were formed, with more than 1,900 enterprises being comprised by then. 
Throughout the province as a whole there was a development of 507 economic 
coalitions of various kinds and of close to 500 allied enterprises in the areas 

of agriculture, industry and commerce. This stimulated the expansion of industrial 
and agricultural production. Because of the development of allied enterprises 
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in induatey, agriculture and commerce, there wae an improvement in the management 
of state-managed farm: in the province, As the result, losses were reversed and 
there was a profit of 25 million yuan last year. 


In finance, the new system of “division of income and expenditures and classifica- 
tion of payments in kind and cash" was inetituted throughout the province, 
Enthusiasm was aroused about household money management, there was a broad opening 
of financial routes and efforts were made to increase income and decrease expendi- 
tures. 


3. The effects of market regulation were brought into play under the guidance of 
Planned regulation, Economic departments at all levels in the province proposed 
many -Chods and measures for arousing the economy, giving emphasis to the functions 
of market regulation and strengthening and distribution work. The commercial 
departments expanded wholesale markets and stimulated the expansion of commerce 
and service industries as the result of carrying out consolidation of various 
economic components, various types of channels of circulation and various types 
of economic forms. Last year, 3,141 new collective commercial enterprises, 
catering enterprises and service enterprise networks were developed, accounting 
for 33.4 percent of the total number of collective networks. In addition, there 
were 85,000 workers who developed individual commercial enterprises, catering 
enterprises and service enterprises, an increase of over two times as compared to 
the previous year. There was new expansion in trade warehouses. Markets were 
developed in 963 places in urban and rural areas throughout the province, an 
increase of 147 places as compared to the previous year. There was a decrease of 
5.1 percent in the prices of major agricultural and side-line products as compared 
to the previous year. Commodity departments of all levels put into effect a 
policy of replenishing stock by many routes, of cooperation in many areas and of 
varied modes of supply in order to activate commodities and stimulate production. 


4. A movement for increasing production and practicing economy was energetically 
carried out. Throughout the province as a whole last year there were total savings 
in fuel oil of 89,000 tons, total savings in coal of 1.18 million tons and savings 
in electricity of 700 million kiléwatt hours. At the same time, technological 
changes were made primarily for the purpose of saving energy. Last year throughout 
the province as a whole there were 278 projects aimed at seeking such innovations 
as generation of electricity from surplus heat, joining "operations" to supply 
heat, remaking low-efficiency boilers and converting from burning oil to burning 
coal. These changes created favorable conditions for saving energy this year. 

The value of materials in stock that have been treated and utilized is 1.2 billion 
yuan. Dead materials have been changed into living materials and capital turnover 
has been speeded up. 


5. Policies have been conscientiously implemented and initiative has been aroused 
in all aspects of them. Last year, the production brigades in more than 90 percent 
of the agricultural villages of the province established various forms of production 
responsibility systems. There was a readjustment of forestry policy in the eastern 
mountainous region, with tests being conducted of cutting back on cultivation and 
reforestation. The necessary readjustments were made of the state grain purchase 
base in forestry communes and units and of the standard for grain rations for 
commune members. Corresponding adjustments were also made in policies regarding, 
privately held land, privately held mountains and household sideline enterprises. 
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Last year the finance and trade departments readjusted the state grain purchase 
policy and the retained grain ratio, The etate grain purchase assignment was 
reduced or remitted for several teams that were in difficulties, fixed marketing 
quotas and 4 system of payment partly in kind and partly in cash were generally 
implemented for teams lacking grainin mountainous regions, there was a suitable 
readjustment of the scate grain purchase base and of the standard for grain 
rations for commune members in regions producing economic crops and the method of 
financial supplementation was continued for marketing for such goods as grain, 
meat and vegetables. 


The policies of the party toward intellectual elements were further implemented. 
Reexamination and assessment of professional technical titles were carried out 
comprehensively io all regions, promotions were made and new groups of engineers, 
professors, special teachers and accountants were appointed. A group of intellec- 
tual elements who were both red and expert were chosen for leadership posts. 
There were improvements in the conditions of work, study and livelihood of intel- 
lectual elements. Various policies were further implemented in a united front, 
relationships with the nationalities were improved and alliances with the nation- 
alities were strengthened. A policy of freedom of religion and belief wae imple- 
mented and education in patriotism and observance of law was carried out for 
those in religious vocations. A policy was implemented concerning nationals 
living abroad and there was also expansion of work relating to nationals living 
abroad. 


During the past year new accomplishments have been made in work on all fronts 
throughout the province. However, I can still see many problems and difficulties 
that lie ahead of us. The principal of these is the fact that there has not yet 
been a basic change in the state of overgrowth on the capital construction front. 
The total sum of investment in capital construction for the province as a whole 
in 1980 was the highest since the establishment of the nation, exceeding the 
financial and material capacity of the province. Energy shortages were even more 
pronounced. There were very great difficulties in finance. Throughout the 
province as a whole this year there were one million youths seeking employment °o 
that the task of placing them in employment was extremely great. In the sphere 
of social order there were also factors contributing to instability. An examina- 
tion of government work in the province indicates that there has been an insuffi- 
cient understanding of the importance and urgency of readjustment of the national 
economy due to the influence of having been subjected to leftist errors, with the 
result that readjustment has not been well implemented. In the course of putting 
it into a dominant position and of activating the economy, we have been lax about 
planned management and overall balance, with the result that there has been some 
irrational duplication of plant construction and that blind expansion has occurred. 
There were some units that issued excessive bonuses, that violated financial and 
economic discipline and that did not stop in time. There was a lack of strict 
management and control of some departments and enterprises that proposed prices 
and raised the price ranges of negotiated-price goods as they pleased until there 
was a general trend of rising prices. We did not make a vigorous attack on such 
illegal activities as speculation and profiteering, smuggling traffic, fraudulent 
purchase and sale of industrial goods to seek exorbitant profits and destruction 
of mountain forests. This is a reflection of the fact that our work style has not 
been sufficiently penetrating and that bureaucratism still exists. This far from 
meets the demands during the transition period of economic readjustment and reform. 
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2. Policies and Taska for 1981 


Most recently, the Party Central Committee and the State Council, on the basis of 
a comprehensive analysis of the present state of the national economy, a major 
policy decision was made to get a strong grasp on readjustment and to stabilize 
the economy. Major policies were also advanced for carrying out further adjust- 
ment in the economy and for bringing about further stabilization politically. 
This is the only correct economic and political policy for our nation at the 
present time and is also the major task for 1981. 


At present, economic and poli ical conditions in the nation are very good. Why 
must we make a further readjustment of the national economy? The reasons are that 
there are still serious difficulties and latent danger in the national economy. 
This latent danger arises from the influence of prolonged leftist errors in 
economic work. There has always been a problem of severe imbalance in proportions 
in the economy of our nation which was compounded by che obstruction and sabotage 
of Lin Biao and the "gang of four." In the 2 years after the smashing of the 
"gang of four,” leftist errors have been carried on as before, aggravating the 
state of imbalance in proportion in the national economy. If this state continues 
for a long time, a crisis will develop affecting the entire economy that may also 
entail political instability. For this reason, we must resolve to adopt decisive 
measures in order to make a major readjustment of the national economy. 





Th’s readjuecment is not only an important measure that we must undertake in order 
to eliminate the present latent danger but it is also a fundamental turning point 
in correcting the leftist errors that have long been present in economic work. 


In view of the actual state of affairs in our province, getting a firmer grasp 

on readjustment is utterly essential. The severe imbalance in proportion in the 
national economy in our province is of long standing. Although some readjustments 
have been made in the past 2 years, we are still basically a long way from making 
a turnaround. In our province, there is a high ratio of heavy industries and a 
high urban population, while agriculture and light industry appear to be very weak. 
The capital construction front is still overextended. Energy resources and 
communication and transportation have been strained and there is still a severe 
imbalance in proportion within the coal industry. There has been a great expansioi 
in debt for urban construction and environmental protection and residential housing 
in cities and towns is strained. Market prices have risen and people still 
experience many difficulties in their lives. 


In the new year, under the correct guidance of the Party Central Committee and the 
State Council and under the direct guidance of the Provincial CCP Committee, we 
must unwaveringly continue to carry out the correct line and general and specific 
policies since the Third Plenary Session of the CCP, firmly implement the policies 
of the Party Central Committee and the State Council for carrying our further 
readjustments of the economy and of carrying out further stabilization politically, 
liberate our thinking, use our brains, seek truth from facts, unite together, 
struggle bitterly and further raise the level of work in all matters in our 
province. In 1981, we must conscientiously get a good grasp on the following work. 
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1. Endeavor to obtain an alleround rich harvest in agriculture, We must continue 
to thoroughly implement the various specific and general polices of the party in 
the remote hilly regions and to strengthen and perfect various forme of produc- 
tion responsibility systema such ar special contracts combining production and 
calculation of payment. On the basis of the wishes of the masses, it is possible 
to adopt the methods of fixing of farm output quotas for each household and of 
grain ration fields in order to consolidate and expand the collective economy and 
improve business management in remote mountainous regions and in communes and 
teams experiencing long-term difficulties. We should continue to encourage and 
support some communes and teams to first get a surplus. We should rely on 
supporting the course of socialism to develop a strong collective economy into a 
prosperous state. Such practices as leaving a collective to work on one's own, 
of giving up farming for commerce, or engaging in speculation and profiteering 
and of engaging in dishonest practices are incorrect and should be rectified. 


We should continue to readjust the structure of the agricultural economy and the 
arrangement of crops. Grain production should be put in first place and the area 
under cultivation in grain and legumes should be stabilized. There should be 
active development of the livestock industry and of aquatic products industries. 
There should be iarge undertakings in tree planting and afforestation, with a 
policy of ownership by the planter being implemented. Commune and team enter- 
prises should be managed better. The industrial sector should produce more 
chemical fertilizer, agricultural chemicals and film for clothing for agriculture. 
A solid job should be done in basic construction for agriculture and we should 
continue to get a good grasp on construction in the commercial goods and grain 
bases in the central areas, in the forestry bases in the eastern mountainous 
regions, in the oil-bearing crops and animal busbandry bases in the western regions 
and in the non-staple foods bases and light industry raw materials bases in urban 
and suburban regions. We must do a good job of water and soil conservation and of 
strengthening flood protection and flood control. We should actively and steadily 
develop the mechanization of agriculture. We should carry out scientific planting 
of fields and bring the services of agricultural technologists fully into play. 

At present, we must pay close attention to opportunities and do good preparatory 
work for spring planting and prodection. 


Cadres and commune members in agricultural villages should carry on the good 

traditions of patriotism and love for the collective and deal correctly with the 
relationships between the state and the collective. A suitable increase in the : 
incomes of the commune members is essential. At the same time, attention should 

be directed toward gradually incr -asing accumulations. 


2. <A good job should be done of readjusting agricultural production and there 
should be a comprehensive fulfillment of state plans. On the basis of state 
planning arrangements, efforts should be made to increase production of items for 
which there ave social demands and the necessary conditions. In particular, there 
should be a large growth in the light textile industry. In the course of readjust- 
ment, some enterprises should be closed and merged. This is an important aspect 
of implementation of readjustment policy. It is also an important measure in 
doing a good job of industrial reorganization. In the course of closing and 
merging enterprises, we should combine reform of economic structure with coopera- 
tion in specialization, closing as small a number of enterprises as possible and 
merging as many as possible. In the enterprises that are closed, the leading 
groups should not be broken up and dispersed. Rather, a normal command system 
should be maintained. Material and equipment should be properly cared for. 
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There should be a great expansion of Light textile and electronics industries in 
the readjustment, Under the premise of complete fulfillment of production plans, 
such industrial sectors as metallurgy, machinery, petroleum and the chemical 
indurtry should bring inte play their technological strengths and the superiority 
of their equipment conditions, readjust the direction of their service, reform the 
structure of their products, work vigorously for agriculture, serve light industry, 
serve the technological renovation of old enterprises and serve exports. 


The communications and transportation and posts and telecommunications departmente 
should further strengthen their management and do a good job of developing latent 
potential, renovation and reform. Geological prospecting should be intensified. 


We should do a good job of the re. .ganigation and technological transformation of 
existing enterprises. During the period of readjustment, we should take advantage 
of the opportunity to do a good job of reorganizing the existing 14,400 enterprises 
in the province. In particular, we should do a good job of reorganizing the 370 
large and medium-sized key enterprises. We should get a good grasp of reorganiza- 
tion of the leading ygroups of enterprises as well as of specialized training for 
cadres and training of all workers and staff members. We must etrengthen the 
various sytems of responsibility, do a good job of economic accounting and estab- 
lish regular orders of production and work rules. 


3. We must resolutely reduce the battle line of basic conetruction. We must 
strictly control going on to new projects. This year the emphasis in basic 
construction was primarily on strengthening weak links, solving the problem of 
energy resources, communications, mines and urban construction closely related to 
the daily lives of the people. We must strengthen unified management of basic 
construction and resolutely prevent blind development and irrational duplication 
of construction. In the readjustment period, expansion of capital construction 
corps should be stopped. 


The building materials industry should strive to improve the quality of its 
products, to increase production of products that are in short supply, to develop 
new types of materiale and to expand nonmetallic mineral product exports. 


Environmental protection work must be intensified and the problem of environmental 
pollution must be solved in a planned and gradual way. 





4. We must get a firm grasp on increased production of and economizing on energy 
resources. We gust strive to increase coal production. We must give close 
attention to our capacity for producing raw coal and give stress to and support 
local small coal mine production, strictly controlling outflow of coal from small 
shafts in the province. Prospecting in the Liaohe oil field should be intensified 
and efforts should be made to produce more raw oil and natural gas. Electric 
plavts should strive to produce more electricity in order to meet the demands for 
production and construction. Great efforts should be made to develop methane in 
order to solve the problem of energy sources for agricultural villages. Production 
by “energy intensive” types of industrial departments should be strictly controlled. 
We must continue to expand on saving coal, saving oil, saving electricity, saving 
gas and saving water on a mass basis and we must strengthen management of energy 
resources. 
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5. We must get 4 Strong grasp on increasing income and cutting down on expenditures 
and strive to complete our finance mission, This year, the finance missions in 

our provinee are very heavy. All factories, shops, agricultural village communes 
and teams, organizations and schools must implement the eight resolutions of the 
State Council on balancing financial income and expenditures and on strict financial 
management and to do everything possible to broaden sources of income and reduce 
expenditure, Effoerte must be made to lower production costes and circulation costs, 
te reduce various types of management costs, to be firm in stopping excess issuing 
of bonuses and to put strict controls on the purchasing power of social groups. 
Criticiom and disciplinary measures should be applied in cases of willful waste 

of state assets, and, in some cases, legal responsibility should be sought. There 
should be strict financial and economic discipline and retention in any form of 
taxes or profite that should be handed over to the state should be firmly prevented. 
Severe measures should be taken for evasion of taxes. 


Everything possible should be done to increase withdrawal of currency from circula- 
tion and to mobilize the masses to save enthusiastically. 


6. We must envigorate the market and stabilize prices. The commercial, supply 

and marketing, banking, tax revenue and food sectors must give more support to 

the expansion of agriculture and the light textile industries in order to increase 
market supply. The commercial aed supply and marketing sectors must actively 
organize the purchase of commodities. The foreign trade, commercial and goods and 
materials sectors must rationally reduce their stocks, taking a few more commodities 
and goods and materials out to market. We must bring the functions of collective 
commerce, country fair trade and trade warehouses into further play, open up routes 
for the circulation of commodities, increase the establishment of commercial service 
networks, improve service attitudes and raise the quality of service. We should 
expand collective and individual commercial enterprises, catering enterprises and 
activate markets in order to make things convenient for the masses. 


We must actively expand foreign trade, strive to increase exports and to increase 
foreign exchange earnings. 

. 
Prices are at present a great problem that is of general concern to the people. 
They are directly related to the vital interests of the broad masses of the people. 
All levels of government and concerned departments must strictly control prices and 
guarantee the basic stability of prices. They qust conscientiously strengthen 
price management and be strict about price discipline. Those who violate price 
policies and who break price discipline should be dealt with severely. Industrial 
and commercial administrative departments should launch a firm attack against those 
who engage in speculation and profiteering, those who engage in private activities 
and those who disrunt the market and should punish them according to the lav. 


7. We should continue to carry our reform of the economic management system and 
envigorate economic work. We gust continue to do a good job of test work in 
expanding the rights of enterprises to independence. The scope of the rights 
expansion tests should not be expanded again this year. State-managed industrial 
enterprises should carry out tests of “independent accounting, state collection of 
taxes and assumption of sole responsibility for profits or losses" and should not 
put these into practice until the State Economic Committee and the Ministry of 
Finance have given their approval. Tests of the reform of the internal leadership 
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systems of enterprises should be continued in 4 emall number of enterprises and 
should not be on a large seale, Each enterprise should further establish sound 
worker and staff representative assembly systems. 


The effects of market regulation must be brought into play under increased state 
planning and guidance, We must continue to bring the initiative of enterprises 
and basic unite into play and to invigorate microeconomic conditions. Finance, 
tax collection, banking, labor, goods and waterials, price, commercial, food and 
foreign trade departments at al) levels must conscientiously join together to 
promote the effective experiences and methode that have been used to invigorate 
the economy since last year. Planning and industrial departments at a1] levels 
and enterprises must do 4 good job of market surveys and of forecasting work. 


8. We must actively develop scientific and technical, cultural and educational and 
health projects in order to develop more human talent and produce more resulte. 

We must place the emphasis in scientific research on such areas as agriculture, 
light industry, energy resources and communications that must be developed in the 
course of econom . readjustment, placing it on developing new products to satisfy 
market demands. We must continue to get a good grasp on readjustment of scientific 
research organizations. We must actively expand scientific research conducted 

in factories. We must strengthen work in measurements, standards, meteorology 

and seismology. Government and responsible departments at all levels must conscien- 
tiously do a good job of managing educational activities. Funds for education 
must be increased. A good job must be done in readjusting educational activities 
80 thet echool of all types and at all levele will experience a gradual, planned 
and proportional development. We must be conscientious in getting a firm grasp 

on basic education, strive to do a good job of managing normal schools, make 
elementary schools more disseminated and strengthen preschool education. 


We must be energetic in intensifying ideological education among young people, and 
in establishing socialist modernization, give attention to bringing the effects of 
these fresh forces into play. 


In culture and the arte, we must aaintain a direction and a “double hundred” policy 
of serving the people and of serving socialism and we must be vigorous about 
causing a flourishing of artistic creation. We must do a good job of managing 

such activities as news, broadcasting, television, publishing, issuing of moving 
pictures, libraries and museums and do a good job of work in preserving cultural 
relics. We must be conscientious in doing a good job of readjusting health work 
and must do an even better job of managing cooperative medical projects in rural 
villages. In sports work, we must further strengthen the training of outstanding 
athletic teams and we must be vigorous about popularizing sports activities on 

a maee basis. 


We must continue to be conscientious about implementing the party's policies on 
intellectual elements so that their effects can be fully brought into play. The 
point that should be raised in particular is that all areas of society should 
respect the labor of middle and elementary school teachers and should build a 
social custom of honoring teachers of the people. 


Birth control is a long-term strategic task and is something that we must always 


hold to firmly. We must do even more thorough and painstaking ideological educa- 
tion work and prevent resorting to coercion and commandisn. 
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9, We must make good arrangements for the people's ‘livelihood, We must open all 
avenues of employment and make good arrangements for those in cities and towns 
who are awaiting employment, 


We must get a good grasp on the supply of vegetables and non-staple foods for 
cities and towns. We must be conscientious in making good arrangements for the 
livelthoods of people in disaster areas. 


We must continue to have a good grasp on residential construction. We must 
strengthen urban conetruction, There ie a large number of cities and towns in 
our provinee, and, in the future, we must gradually strengthen construction in 
emall cities and towns. 


On the basie of expansion of production, we must further increase the incomes of 
urban and rural peoples. We should strive to bring the average income this year 
for commune members in agricultural villages to 120 yuan. The bonus system should 
be maintained but we should be firm about rectifying and stopping the practice of 
giving out excessive bonuses, 


Many of the probleme in the lives of the people have built up over a long period 
of time. Some of these problems cannot be solved in a short period. We can only 
do what we are capable of doing. We must continue with our hard struggles, with 
our fine tradition and work style of building up the country through thrift and 
hard work, with cooperating with one mind and with overcoming difficulties, using 
our hard work to create an even more glorious future. 


10. We must consolidate and expand political aspects of stability and unity. Since 
the smashing of the “gang of four,” and, particularly since the Third Plenary 
Session of the Lith Central Committee, stability and unity and a vivid and vigorous 
political situation have developed in our province as in the nation as a whole. 
However, we should clearly see that there are contradictions in society that have 
been building up for many years and that there are a number of factors of instability 
that have appeared under new historical conditions. There is a small number of 
counterrevolutionary elements who, engage in subversive activities and sometimes 
there are occurrences of such criminal illegal activities as murder and arson, 
robbering and pilfering and speculation and profiteering. Some of these conditions 
are attributable to counterattacks by the remnant forces of Lin Biao and the 

“gang of four,” some are attributable merely to sabotage on the part of those who 
fear disorder, some are attributable to remnant elements of the exploiting classes 
slipping back into their old ways and some are the results of the corrupting 
influences of the ideology and work style of the feudal and capitalist classes. 

The facts tell us that although class struggle is no Longer a major contradiction 
in our society it is still definitely present. All levels of the people's govern- 
ment should, on the basis of the general and specific policies defined by the CCP 
Central Committee, strictly differentiate between and deal correctly with contra- 
dictions of two different characteristics and should further consolidate and 

expand political aspects of stability and unity in our province. 


Strengthening political and ideological work is an important task in guaranteeing 
the smooth realization of economic readjustment and in consolidating the political 
aspects of stability and unity. The central tasks in political-ideological work at 
present are to be vigorous in propagating and holding to the socialist road, to

uphold the democratic dictatorship of the people, i.e., the dictatorship of the 

proletariat, to uphold the leadership of the party, to uphold the four basic 

principles of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought, and, particularly at this 

time while the party and the government are carrying out policies of economic 

reform and of opening up to foreign countries, to propagate to an even greater 

extent the ideologies of compuniem and socialism as the superiority of socialism, 

For ue to build a strong socialist .ountry, we must not only have a high material 
Civilization but we must also have a high caltural civilization. By the term 

cultural civilization we do not simply mean ecientific culture. Above all, it 

refers to the ideology, beliefs, morality, revolutionary standpoint and principles 

and comradeship of communism, Without this type of cultural civilization, how 

can we build socialiem”’ In the past, through the long years of revolutionary 

fighting and under the leadership of the party, we brought into play a spirit of 

revolution and defiance of death, we held strictly to a spirit of discipline and 
self-sacrifice, a spirit of selflessness and of putting others before oneself and 

to a spirit of overcoming all of our enemies and of overcoming all difficulties, 

we maintained revolutionary optimism and we obtained a great victory. Today, in 

taking on the building of socialism, we must similarly put this spirit into play 

to @ great extent. Beyond that, we must also make a loud appeal to propagate 

this spirit among all of the people and among all of our young people. We must 

continue to criticize and c»opose the residual influences of feudalism on ideology 

and politics, to criticize and oppose worship of capitalism, to advocate tendencies 

toward freeing of the capitalist class, to criticize and oppose the capitalist 

class harming others to benefit itself as well as its corrupting ideology of being 

intent on nothing but profit and of "looking everywhere for money" and to criticize 

and oppose anarchism and extreme individualism. In respect to the internal problems 

among the people, we must hold to a policy of guidance, carry on persuasion, 

education and criticism and do a good job of ideological transformation work. 

We must clarify matters for those who believe that upholding the four basic 

principles will impede liberation of ideology, that stressing the socialist legal 
system will impede socialist democracy and the engaging in proper criticism is | 
incorrect ideology in opposition to the “double hundred" policy. We must indeed 
raise ovr guard against and carry on serious criticism and education of and even 
necessary struggle against those who wrongly plan basically to break away from the 

leadership of the party on the pretext that the party has defects, those who have 

@ negative attitude toward all activities of the party and the people, those who 

want only democracy and freedom but who do not want a legal system and discipline 

and those who do not treasure social and political stability which does not come 

easily and who willfully damage it. 





Serious organization of discipline is extremely essential in safeguarding the 
political aspects of stability and unity. We must intensify education on discip- 
line in organizations, enterprises and schools and among the people as a whole. 
We must be firm about opposing and rectifying all phenomena indicative of lack of 
discipline and anarchisn. 


We must be energetic in strengthening unity among the workers, peasants and 
intellectuals, in strengthening unity among the various nationalities, in 
strengthening unity between the army and the people and between the army and the 
government, in strengthening unity within leading groups and in strengthening the 
unity between party and non-party comrades as well as unity among persons of all 
walks of life. We should bring into play the fine tradition of supporting the 
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arwy awd piving prefercntial treatment te families of revolutionary armymen and 
martyra, take an interest in building up our armed forces, do a good job of placing 
demobilized and discharged soldiers and further expand militia work. 


We must continue to implement the general policy of a revolutionary and patriotic 
united front for the new period and to continue to put the varicus specific 
policies of the united front into effect. We must intensify our work on Taiwan 
in order to promote the early reversion of Taiwan to the motherland and thue «ake 
a contribution to the great task of uniting the motherland, 


We must further proceed with the work of making socialist democracy and the legal 
system known on a broad scale among the people throughout the province and we 
must teach the people how to use democratic rights correctly. 


We must continue to do a thoroughly good job of reorganization work for social 
order in urban and rural areas in order to maintain social order and ensure social 
stability. 


3. Raising the level ideology, improving work style and further bringing the 
functions of government into play 


The tasks on all fronts in our province in 1981 will be arduous. Leading cadre 
and work personnel at all levels of the people's government will have to raise the 
level of their ideology, affirm their confidence, improve their work style and 
intensify building of the government in order to meet the demands of the new 
situation. 


To do a good job of organizing this economic readjustment, cadres at all levels 
must have a great increase in the level of their ideology. At present, it is of 
most importance to have a correct understanding of the situation, to summarize the 
lessons of experience, to increase our knowledge of the major resolutions made by 
Central Committee, to acquire a deeper understanding of the significance of 
readjustment, to break out of the bonds of ideology guided for many years by the 
errors of the left and to unite our ideology with the line and with the general 
and specific policies since the Third Plenary Session of the Central Committee. 
We must do a good job of economic readjustment and overcome the difficulties that 
are facing us. We must put into practice a high degree of centralized unity and 
firmly correct the tendency toward each one doing things his own way and toward 
decentralisn. 


If we are to realize this year's arduous tasks, government at all levels must 

make the resolution to support and carry out the line and the general and specific 
policies of the Party. We must also have cadres with a strong sense of the 
revolutionary cause and a high degree of political responsibility as well with 
competence in their work and professional capability to replenish the ranks of the 
leadership. We must give attention to making the leading groups younger, to making 
them knowledgeable and to making them specialized. Our older comrades must still 
give play to their functions as the mainstays of the leadership. All levels of the 
people's government must conscientiously implement the principles of the democratic 
centralist system and government organs at all levels must gradually establish 
systems of responsibility and strive to raise the quality and efficiency of their 
work. Government organs and working personnel at all levels must accept the 
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supervision of all levels of people's representative assemblies, the Standing 
Committee of the National People's Congress, representatives of the people and 
the masses of the people and strive to build a government that is honest in 
performing ite duties and that is hardworking and thrifty at all levels, 


if we are to do a good job of this readjustment, there must be a great improvement 
in work style. At all levels of government effective measures must be adopted and 
a resolution made to rectify and prevent unhealthy tnedencies, The people's 
government and working personnel must become one with the masses and must establish 
close contact with the masses. Cadres at all levels, and leading cadres in 
particular, must extricate themselves from meetings and documents and make a 
regular practice of going deep among the masses to carry on investigation and 
research, to listen to opinions with an open mind and to overcome subjectivien, 
bureaucratiam and the practice of giving wrong orders. All levele of government 
must give serious attention to letters and visite from the people, to resolution 
of the proper demands that they raise and to continual improvement in government 
work. 


All levels of the people's government must place their own work under the guidance 
of the party, gradually establish a strong government work system and bring the 
functions of government into play. We must further restore and carry on the fine 
tradition of democratic consultation, do a good job of managing cooperative work 
relationships between party members and non-party persons and expand and strengthen 
the revolutionary and patriotic united front. We must strive together with 
people's organizations such as the trade unions, the Communist Youth League, the 
Women's Federation, the Sciences Association and the China Federation of Literary 
and Art Circles in order to call the masses of people into action on the broadest 
scale so that they will throw themselves into their new battle tasks.

THEORETICAL ISSUES IN POPULATION CONTROL DISCUSSED

of our work on the planned control of population increase 
and the popularization of demography, starting with this 
issue we have added lectures on “population theory" and 
“population statistics.” The contents of these lectures 
stress the popular explanation of basic knowledge, with one 
lecture appearing in each number, and each lecture 
discoursing on a special topic.

Lectures on Population 


Planned population control is an important aspect of population reproduction in 
our country. As to why population control must be carried out in a planned way, 
however, there are different perceptions even to this day. 


One view holds that since Liberation our population has doubled and that this 
precisely proves the dictum put forward by Malthus that population is bound to 
increase according to a geometrical progression. Hence, only by controlling our 
population increase can we hope to solve the problems related to population in our 
country such as food, clothing, housing, education, employment, etc. This being 
the case, population control is also the key to the solution of our four 
modernizations. Another view holds that the key to the solution of the contradic- 
tion between population increase and economic development lies in the development 
of production once we are successful in our production, population is bound to 
decrease automatically. Still another view holds that man is the main producer; 
in his lifetime, what man produces far exceeds what man consumes; otherwise we 
would not have developed from primitive society to our present state. In the 
past, when we did not attempt to control our population, the production of goods 
nevertheless outpaced population increase and the people's livelihood also 
improved; if we stress population control in such an extraordinary fashion today, 
are we not taking the problem too seriously? 
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Why should our country carry out population control in a planned way? What are 
the fundamental differences between the Marxist population theory and the 
Malthusian population tneory? Below, I shall discuss some of my own perceptions. 


1, Marxism holds that the population phenomenon is a social phenomenon, 
population reproduction pertains to social reproduction, and population laws are 
social laws determined by the mode of production. Marxiem has always acknowledged 
that population reproduction yields a dual relationship, that is, natural relation- 
ship and soctal relationship; but what plays the decisive role is soctal 
relationship. Marx and Engele wrote; “Life's production--whether it is our own 
life's production (through labor) or the production of other people's lives 
(through birth)=-is reflected immediately in a dual relationship: on the one 
hand, natural relationship, and on the other hand, social relationship.... 
Consequently, we must always study and explore ‘the history of man' in conjunction 
with the history of industry and exchange.’ This passage explains: First, 
population reproduction includes a natural relationship, because it is the basis 
on which population reproduction takes place. SeconJ, population reproduction is 
affected by the level of production, as such a level plays a very influential 

role in determining the scale and speed of population reproduction. Third, 
production relations play a constraining role in population reproduction; this is 
because, first of all, each person must proceed with his own life's production, 
each must obtain his means of livelihood through his own labor; but how many 
consumer products a Laborer can ultimately obtain is determined not only by how 
many products he himself produces but, even more importantly, also by the nature 
of the relations of social production, by the system of distribution; and secondly, 
in order to proceed with the production of other people's lives, that is, with 
births, people must go through a definite marriage and family system before they 
can see the realistic results, but a marriage and family system is determined 

by the mode of social production. Fourth, the cultural and scientific knowledge 
and medical and sanitation conditions which reflect the level of productive forces 
affect the scale of family population and speed of population reproduction to 
different degrees. Fifth, the superstructure which is determined by the economic 
base, especially the attitude toward marriage and procreation, plays an 
influential role in respect to population reproduction; religious beliefs also 
play an influential role in respect to population reproduction. All this shows 
that population reproduction is definitely not a simple biological question, not 

a suprasocial, suprahistorical natural phenomenon; the scale and speed of 
population reproduction are affected by many factors, both natural and social, 
which include both the economic base and the superstructure. And all of these 
factors are perceptible and controllabie. 


Malthus’ population theory is typical natural determinism, which acknowledges 
only the aspect of population reproduction's natural relationship. Malthus wrote: 
"If population is not controlled, it increases 100 percent every 25 years, or it 
increases according to a geometrical ratio." He also wrote: "What I mean by 
causes are that all creatures have a constant cengency to multiply continuously 
beyond the limit of food provided for them," etc. It is not difficult to see

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that, in declaring that popula’ ton increases according to a geometrical ratio, 
Malthus was substituting the possibility that existe in biology for the 
objective inevitability of population development, and population's natural law 
for population's social law. Such a theory ie not scientific and cannot stand 
the teat, 


Facts of world population development have also provided a powerful refutation of 
the Malthusian population theory. Today, a great majority of countries have 
already taken birth control as their national population policy; this has been 
an occurrence of the past half century. Before that, the world population 
increased entirely spontaneously; if, according to Malthus’ view, population 
increased 100 percent every 25 years, then during the 200 years from Malthus’ 
tine up to 1950, it would have increased 256 times, i.e., reaching 204.8 billion. 
In reality, the world ¢ pulation stood at 2.5 billion in 1950; during those 200 
years, the world popui. ton increased 2 times and not 256 times. Even with the 
United States, whose p ulation increase Malthus listed as the fastest, as an 
example, it still cannot prove Malthus’ prediction. From 1850 to 1979, the U.S. 
population increased from 22.26 million to 220.3 million, an increase of 9 

times in 129 years; but according to Malthus’ assertion, it should have increased 
32 times, i.e., with the total population reaching 700 million. France's 
population increase has been slow, which tallies even less with Malthus’ 
assertion: from 1851 to 1979, the French population increased from 35.78 million 
to 53.4 million, an increase of 0.5 times in 128 years; but according to Malthus's 
argument, it should have increased 32 times, i.e., with the total population 
reaching 1.1 billion. 


2. Marxiem holds that social production is the unity of the production of 
material goods and the production of mankind itself, with an objective ratio 
prevailing between the two kinds of production irrespective of human will. The 
fact that material goods develop in a planned way also requires that the 
production of mankind itself develop in a planned way. Our planned population 
control has been proposed precisely on the basis of the requirement of this 
objective law that population production must adapt to the production of material 
goods. Engels pointed out: "Production itself is of two kinds. One is the 
production of the means of livelihood, namely food, clothing, housing, and the 
instruments necessary for producing them; the other is the production of mankind 
itself, namely multiplication of the species."3 The theoretical explanation of 
Marxism concerning the two kinds of production is as follows: First, the two 
kinds of production have existed simultaneously ever since the existence of human 
society; mankind needs to exist and develop, hence it must proceed with the 
production of material goods and also with the production of mankind itself. 

All along, mankind has been shouldering the dual tasks of production of material 
goods and reproduction of population. Second, a dialectical relationship of 
unity exists between the production of material goods and the production of 
mankind itself. The material goods produced by people are the material basis 
for population reproduction, whereas population reproduction is the basic 
condition on which people proceed with the production of their material goods. 
The two are interdependent and mutually promotive. Third, an objective ratio 
prevails between the two kinds of production irrespective of human will. The 
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production of material goods includes the production of the means of production 
and the production of consumer goods; man as a producer, on the one hand, is 
closely related to the means of production, as only when he is equipped with a 
definite amount of the means of production can he proceed with production; 

on the other hand, man as 4 consumer ia closely related to consumer goods, as 
only when he possesses a definite amount of consumer goods can he exist and 
develop. Hence, a definite ratio exists between man as a producer and the means 
of production, and a definite proportionate relationship also exists between man 
a8 4 consumer and consumer goods. In terms of the proportionate relationship 
between the laboring population and the means of production, in order that the 
newly added labor force can be fully employed and labor productivity can be 
maintained at least at the original level, such newly added labor force must 
accord with newly produced means of production. In terms of the proportionate 
relationship between the total population and consumer goods, in order that the 
rate of consumption calculated according to such population can be maintained at 
least at the original level, the newly added population must accord with the 
newly produced means of livelihood, and if the level of consumption is to be 
raised, newly produced consumer goods must also greatly exceed the needs of the 
newly added population. 


Practice proves that it would not do if we only compiled plans for the production 
of material goods but not population plans. As early as 1954, Comrade Liu 
Shaoqi raised the request for birth control; if we had begun right then to 
control our population in a planned way by allowing every couple to have only 

two children, our population would not have exceeded 800 million today. With 
200 million less births, our per capita average foodgrain production would not 

be 680 jin as it is today, but 830 jin, and our per capita average GNP would 
also not be 253 yuan as it is today, but more than 300 yuan. We failed to carry 
out this directive, failed to compile population plans, and failed to control 
our population. In addition, before 1970 most women of childbearing age 

did not give birth to only two children, but to three-four children, so that 

the rate of natural population increase was higher than 20 per 1,000. During the 
10-year catastrophe, the national economy suffered grave sabotage, the ratio 
between the two kinds of production became even less proportionate, the population 
awaiting employment increased, and the people's livelihood improved very slowly. 
From this, we can see the urgency and arduousness of population control in our 
country today. 


But there is a fundamental difference between the planned population control 
being practiced in our country and the “law” put forward by Malthus that the 
increase in the means of livelihood can never catch up with population increase. 
Malthus said: "Mankind increases according to the series 1, 2, 4, 8, 16, 32, 64, 
[128], 256, and means of livelihood increases according to the series i, 2, 3, 

4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9; within two centuries, the ratio between population and means 
of Livelihood will be 256:9." He also said: “Population exhibits a constant 
tendency to increase beyond the limit permitted by its means of livelihood. 


According to this strange logic of Malthus, the means of Livelihood averaged 
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according to population will become more and more scarce, and the people will 
become poorer and poorer and ultimately can only starve and freeze to death. But 
the facts are contrary to Malthus’ logic. Let us again take the United States and 
Britain mentioned by Malthus as examples: American per capita average foodgrain 
production has already increased from 1,843 jin in 1850 to 2,976 jin in 1978, 

and per capita average national income from $216 in 1799 to $8,054 in 1978. 
British per capita average foodgrain production has increased from 246 jin in 

1936 to 672 jin in 1978, and per capita average national income from 11.8 pounds 
in 1800 to 364 pounds in 1959. If we look further in the world arena as a whole, 
1952 to 1972 was the period in which world population increased at the fastest 
rate, with a yearly average of 1.9 percent; but foodgrain increased at a still 
faster rate during this same period, with a yearly rate of 2.8 percent. Why was 
this so? From the Marxist point of view, even though land is limited, the develop- 
ment of productive forces is unlimited. Said Engels: "If the area of arable land 
is presumed to be limited, if the amount of harvest is presumed not to increase at 
the same ratio as the amount of labor expended, then we still have a third element 
--science--which at least develops as fast as the population i wreases.? From the 
Industrial Revolution to the era of the electronics industry, the rapid development 
of production has completely verified Engels’ scientific prediction. But Malthus 
never saw the important role played by scientific and technological progress in 
respect to the development of production and population control. Small wonder 
that some foreign economists and demographers have also brought forward criticism 
of Malthus' population theory, suggesting that: "He never expected the miracles 
of the Industrial Revolution...would enable more people to enjoy a higher standard 
of living; nor did he expect that after 1870 family procreation in most Western 
countries, including gb United States, would fall far below the natural multipli- 
cation of creatures."° “Because of the sustained advancement of technology, 

which amplifies the industrial productive forces and enables people to live an 
increasingly abundant life...Malthus' prediction at the end of the 18th century 
has become bankrupt ."7 


3. Man is first a producer, and only secondarily a consumer. The things man 
produces in his lifetime are far more numerous than those he consumes. Then why 
must we still control population? Or we may ask, is it a contradiction that 

man is a producer but at the same time seeks to control population? Marxism 
holds that man being a producer has a meaning in two aspects: First, man as a 
producer is the first element of a productive force. The first premise of human 
history is the existence of living individuals; in the relationship between man 
and material in a productive force, man is in the dominant position; he is the 
most active factor in a productive force. The invention, manufacture and use of 
the tools of production are all crystallizations of human labor; all of the 
society's riches are created by laborers. Second, in terms of the history of 
development of the entire human society, the products produced by an adult's 
labor must be more than those he consumes; otherwise, mankind could not 

multiply or exist at all, and there would not have been any human society. Marx

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takes man as the most precious; this is in fundamental opposition to the 
Malthusian reactionary idealist view of history in consistently despising and 
hating the laboring people. 


From the Marxist point of view, acknowledging man to be mainly a producer and 

to be most precious does not at all contradict planned control of the population 
figure; Marxiem has never considered that the larger the population figure, the 
better. As early as 1881, Engels broached the question of a limit to population 
increase and pointed out the necessity and possibility of population control. 

In 1957, Chairman Mao also clearly indicated "Mankind must control itself and 
achieve planned growth." Man is mainly a producer; then why must population still 
be controlled in a planned way? First, man as a producer means the men among 

the population with definite production experience and labor skills and not the 
whole population; before an infant becomes part of the labor force, it remains a 
consumer. If the population increased too fast, the relative proportion of infants 
and children and youths among the total population would be very big, which in 
turn would increase the burden of every producer. Second, the newly grown up 
person of laboring age does not immediately constitute a realistic part of the 
labor force; only when he uses a definite tool of production and acts on an 
object of labor will he constitute a realistic part of the labor force and become 
a producer; otherwise, he remains a consumer. Third, if the level of productive 
power remained low and the labor force increased unduly, tnere would not be enough 
newly added fixed assets to satisfy the needs of the newly added labor force; part 
of the laboring age persons would not be employed and hence could not play the 
role of producers. Fourth, under the conditions of modern large-scale production, 
if a laborer has not mastered modern scientific and technical knowledge, he cannot 
play the role of man as a producer. Hence, in our concrete conditions of having 
abundant labor resources but low productive power level and scientific and tech- 
nica] level, it is entirely necessary to have planned control of population 
increase, use of limited population investment mainly to improve population 
quality, and to give scope to the precious role of man as a producer. 


4. Since the key to the solution of the contradiction of a population growth 
being disproportionate to economic development lies in the development of 
production, why should this population still be energetically controlled? Is 
this Malthus’ population determinism? There is a fundamental difference between 
Marxist population theory and Malthusian population determinism. Malthusian 
population determinism includes two aspects: First, the reason why population 
problems such as unemployment, starvation and poverty exist in capitalist society 
is a result of the laboring people raising too many children. Even in the case 
of imperialist wars, they also result from excessive population procreation. 

In a word, it is population which determines the economy and the politics. Second, 
the only way to solve the population problem is to give birth to fewer children, 
or giving birth to fewer children is the panacea for solving the population 
problem. Marxism holds that, in the case of the contradiction between population 
and economic development, the economy always occupies the dominant position; 
economic development plays a decisive role in the solution of the population 
problem. At present, the reason why population problems such as food, employment 
and education still exist in our country is on the one hand because our economy 
is not developing very rapidly, and on the other hand because the size of our 
population increase has been too large; but the main reason is that our economy 
is not developing very rapidly. We can well imagine that if we had not sustained 
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the serious sabotage of the lOwyear catastrophe to our national economy, the Level 
of our economic development would surely have been far higher than it ia now, 

and the contradiction of a population growth being disproportionate to economic 
development would also not have been as sharp ae it is now. Therefore, in order 
to solve our population problems, we must place the development of production in 
the principal position, 


But we must see that the scale and speed of population reproduction play a 
promotive or delaying role in respect to economic development. When population 
accords with economic development in growth, it plays a promotive role; otherwise, 
it plays a delaying role. Hence, while energetically developing production, 

we must at the same time energetically control our population in order to have the 
two promote each other and advance in a coordinated manner. Our rapid population 
increase has already hed a slowing effect on the development of our national 
economy; therefore, con: rol over population increase aleo constitutes one of the 
ways to solve population problems. For instance, assuming that by the year 2000 
our gross national product increases to $1.2 trillion; then if we succeed in 
keeping our population within 1.2 billion, our per capita average GNP will reach 
$1,000. If we etill let our jopulation increase spontaneously, then it will 
reach only $800-900. As a matter of fact, under the condition of more rapid 
population increase, our GNP also could not reach $1.2 trillion by the end of 
this century, because under the condition of our national income remaining at a 
given level, if our population still continued to increase, in order to guarantee 
the minimum livelihood requirements of the newly added population and improve the 
level of consumption of the whole population, we would be forced to change the 
ratio of accumulation and consumption and thereby also change the ratio of the 
first category and the second category of production, expand consumption and 
reduce accumulation. As a result, the speed of construction of our four 
modernizations would be bound to be reduced. 


5. Planned population control accords with the objective demand of the economic 
laws of socialism. The objective demand of the economic laws of socialism is 

to guarantee maximum satisfaction of the constantly increasing material and 
cultural needs of the entire society by continually increasing and continually 
perfecting social production on the basis of advanced technology. The principal 
way for socialism to develop production is to raise labor productivity. Lenin 
said: “Labor productivity, in the final analysis, is the most important thing to 
guarantee the victory of the new social system.... Capitaliem may be completely 
overcome and is bound to be completely overcome because only thus can socialism 
create new, far higher labor productivity. Because only thus can the socialist 
countries be enabled to gradually catch up with and surpase the capitalist 
countries economically, only thus can all members of a socialist country live 

a rich material and cultural life. And the faster labor productivity is raised, 
the sooner the socialist countries will be able to accomplish the aforesaid tasks. 
Factors affecting the level of labor productivity are mainly production tools, 


labor skills, labor organization and management; of these, the influential effect 
of production tools is the greatest because they can not only save labor for 
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society but alee reduce the worker's Labor. Lenin said: “Compuniem is soviet 
political power plus electrification.”” In order to raise labor productivity, we 
must raise the level of the laborer's technical equipment and the level of his 
actence, culture and production skille and improve the cadre's scientific 
management capability; in a word, we must improve the quality of our population 
on the baste of the four moderniszations, Although labor productivity has been 
raised since the liberation of our country, the pace has been slow and the level 
is relatively low. For itnetance, between 1949 and 1978, the labor productivity 
of all personnel in industry increased from 3,000 yuan to 11,000 yuan, an 
improvement of more than 200 percent, and agricultural labor productivity increased 
from 200 yuan to 500 yuan, an tmaprovement of more than 100 percent; but these 
improvements are etill very, very far from what is required by the basic economic 
laws. From now on, because of the continued improvement of labor productivity, 
production increase does not necessarily require a great increase in the labor 
force. Hence, in our socialist society, while some new realms of production have 
emerged because of expanded scales of production, while the energetic development 
of service enterprises requires an increase in the amount of labor force, from 
the point of view of the overall trend, what economic development mainly relies 
on is labor productivity based on advanced science and technology. Therefore, 
planned population control accords with the requirement of the movement of the 
productive forces. 


Maximum satisfaction of the people's constantly increasing material and cultural 
needs is the goal of socialist production. Since liberation, our yearly average 
population increase has been as high as 2 percent; with sabotage by the “gang 

of four” added, improvement of the people's livelihood has been very slow and 
remains very, very far from the requirement of the basic economic laws of socialism. 
In order to achieve maximum satisfaction of the people's increasing material 

and cultural needs, planned population control on the basis of our concrete 
conditions is very necessary. Such control can both assure an increase in 
accumulation and the use of funds for consumption mainly for improving the level 

of consumption of the whole population in the interest of ameliorating the 
people's material and cultural life. Regarding the mutual relationship between 

the level of the people's Livelihood and population increase, there is also a 
fundamental difference beteen Marxism and Malthusianiem. Malthus held that: "The 
means of livelihood of any country are only enough to maintain its residents 
comfortably. The constant force of population growth...makes the population 
increase before the increase of the means of livelihood.” He aleo said: "As 

long as the rans of Livelihood increases, population is bound to increase 
inevitabiy.” Following that would be hardship in life, population decrease, 

and their repetition, etc. The fact of the matter is that the development of 
production and the improvement of the people's livelihood do not stimulate 
population increase but are beneficial to population control. Population increases 
in the European countries illustrate this point, From 1850 to 1900, the population 
of the European countries had an annual average increase of 7 per 1,000; from 1900 


to 1950 6 per 1,000. Among the European countries the natural population increase 
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rate of Britain decreased from 12 per 1,000 in 1876 to sero increase in 1979, 

that of Germany decreased from 15 per 1,000 in 1890 to minus 2 per 1,000 in 

1979, and that of France decreased from 7 per 1,000 in 1810 to 4 per 1,000 in 
1979. The reason for thie was: PFiret, the organic structure of capital continued 
to improve, the growth of invariable capital was much faster than that of 

variable capital, and the need for the amount of Labor force was relatively 
greatly reduced, Second, the greater the demand modern production makes on the 
laborer's scientific and technological level, the greater the corresponding 
training expenses for the labor force; thus the laboring people were forced to 
restrict the number of their children, Third, the structure of the people's 
consumption continued to change, and the proportion of high-grade consumer goods 
continued to rise. Fourth, the change in the marital and family system influenced 
the procreation of children. Fifth, the development of ecientific and hygienic 
enterprises made it possible for met families that were unwilling to raise too 
many children to exercise birth control. The control of population increase is 
required whether from the point of view of the means--development of product ion-- 
or the end=-<satisfaction of the people's neede--of the objective requirement 

of the basic economic lawe of socialian.

ONE@CHILD FAMILY BECOMING NORM IN BEIJING WEST DISTRICT 
Beijing RENKOU YANJLU [POPULATION RESEARCH] in Chinese No 1, Jan 81 pp 29-34 


[Report by an investigation team comprised of members of the Beijing Weet District 
Family Planning Office, some teachers and students of the Beijing College of 
Economics, and members of the Beijing Propaganda and Education Center for Family 
Planning: “Report of a Population Survey in the Western District of Beijing") 


[Text] Acting on the four suggestions of the Secretariat of the Party Central 
Committee concerning municipal administration and population control in Beijing, 
the capital city, members of the Beijing West District Family Planning Office, 

15 teachers and students from the Beijing College of Economics, and three comrades 
from the Beijing Propaganda and Education Center for Family Planning formed a 
joint investigation team in late July 1980 to study the success of the family 
planning program and to ascertain the number of retarded and disabled people in 
the Fusuijing residential area, an area which they selected for sampling purposes. 
The team's findings are summarized as follows: 





One-Child Family 


An all-out promotion of the one-child concept remains the most acceptable method 
of controlling population growth. In recent years, 4 program to limit each couple 
to one child has been successful in the Fusuijing residential area. As a result, 
the ratio of one-child families is steadily increasing and the ratio of two- 
children families is rapidly decreasing. Families with more than two children 
are basically nonexistent. This has put a curb on population growth. 


The Fusuijing residential area is an urban residential area in the West District 
of Beijing Municipality, with 22,855 families and a total population of 82,916. Of 
this number, 11,384 are married women of childbearing age. A count at the end 
of June 1980 showed that 3,825 of these women had one child each, and that 3,535 
of them had taken out one-child certificates. The ratio of one-child families 
had reached 92.42 percent. Only 290 women, or 7.58 percent of the female 
population, had not applied for one-child certificates. In the first half of 
1980, 585 new births were registered in the area, of which 502, or 85.81 percent, 
were first-born and 83, or 14.19 percent, were second children. Originally, 447 
women had planned to have their second children in 1980, but 312 women changed 
their minds in response to propaganda. 











(1) The family planning program reaime ite thrust at Limiting each couple to 
one child and raising the ratio of onewchild families. 


The party committee of the Fusuijing residential area has vigorously promoted 

the limitation of family size. Its secretary has taken an active part in the 
promotion. Beginning in early 1979, the committee turned ite attention to 
limiting each couple to one child. By conducting demographic seminars and 
propaganda campaigns to educate the public, by meeting with each and every married 
couple who already had one child, by posting on street bulletin boards the names 
of those pledging to have no more than one child and by writing to their employers 
praising their decision, and by sponsoring neighborhood meetings to exchange 
experiences on the advantage of having one child, the committee has achieved 
excellent results. By September 1979, even when no incentives were offered, 

1,497 married women in their childbearing years volunteered to limit themelves 

to one child, and the ratio of one~child families shot up from 19.03 percent to 
53.12 percent in the Fusuijing residential area. In November, the “Temporary 
Regulations Concerning Family Planning in Beijing Municipality” adopted by the 
Beijing Municipal CCP Committee were announced and went into effect. Beginning 

1 November, a policy of rewarding cooperation and punishing noncooperation, with 
the emphasis on rewarding cooperation, was adopted in the residential area. By 
the end of December, the number of women taking out one-child certificates had 
reached 2,132. The ratio of one-child families had reached 67.47 percent. 


The effort to further increase the percentage of one-child families intensified. 
Another study was organized in early 1980 to find out why some women with one 
child had failed to take out one-child certificates. At that time, there were 
still some 1,000 women uncertified. The reasons for their hesitation to commit 
themselves to the one-child cause were many: some women did not understand the 
one-child concept; scme had husbands or family elders who wanted a second child; 
some women themselves wanted a boy for a second child. They offered some 
resistance to the family planning program. Enlisting their cooperation seemed 

to be quite a problem, at first. To deal with these women, the party committee 
of the Fusuijing residential area decided to use the gentle approach of 
ideological education rather than a high-handed approach. The chairmen of the 
various residents’ associations, health workers, and family planning promoters 
would each go to work at an ideological level on a certain number of uncertified 
women in their neighborhood. Long hours and setbacks were of no concern to then. 
They would hold heart-to-heart talks with these women to try to make them see 

the light. If it was their elders who refused to cooperate, they would go to 
work on their elders. If the women had personal problems, they would come to 
their help. For example, they helped place 24 children in daycare centers. They 
provided care for 26 old people who would otherwise be uncared for. They also 
worked hand in hand with the women's work units in providing ideological 

guidance to uncommitted women and in finding solutions to their domestic problems. 
As a result, by June 1980, 6 months after the program of persuasion had started, 
the number of certified women had reached 3,139 out of a total of 3,332 women of 
childbearing age with one child each (not including women who gave birth to their 
first children in 1980). This left only 193 women still uncertified. The ratio 
of one-child families had risen to 94.21 percent. 
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On the other hand, the residents’ associations aleo had a go at the women whose 
firet babies were due in 1980, On their routine visite to check up on the 
expectant mothers, they made an effort to persuade them not to have a second try 
after their first children were born, After the women gave birth, the 
associations granted them a 6-month maternity leave so that they could properly 
care for their newborn. Many of them took out one=child certificates right after 
birth. In the first 6 monthe of 1980, 493 women had given birth for the first 
tine and 396 of them took out onewchild certificates. The ratio of one-child 
families was 60,32 percent. 


Adding up the above two categories of women, there wae a total of 3,825 married 
women Of childbearing age who had one child each. Among them, 3,535 women had 
taken out one-child certificates. The ratio of one-child families moved up to 
92.42 percent. 


(2) A etudy of the educational level, profession, and age of the married women 
of childbearing age who have one child and have taken out one-child certificates, 
and a study of the sex of their children, reveal that the one-child ratio is higher 
among better educated women than among the less educated, and higher among 
intellectuals and cadres than among workers. 


The sex of the only child is also a factor. Of the 2,001 women with male 
offspring, 1,891 of them have taken out one-child certificates, making a one-child 
ratio of 94.5 percent. Of the 1,824 women with female offspring, 1,644 of them 
have taken out one-child certificutes, making a one-child ratio of 90.13 percent. 
This shows that the one-child ratio is higher among women with male offspring 

than among those with female offspring. It may mean that the double standard 
inherited from feudal times is still alive. The age of the women is another 
factor. The one-child ratio is higher among older women than younger women. 
Understandably, some young women have a wait-and-see attitude when their children 
are still young.

(3) By attitude, the women who have taken out one-child certificates can be 
classified into the following three groups: 


The first group: They want only one child. Their number accounts for about 60 
percent of the total number of women who have taken out one-child certificates. 
Nineteen percent of them limited themselves to one child even before the state 
began to promote the idea of one-child families. As soon as the regulations 
encouraging the limitation of family size were promulgated in November 1979, the 
majority of the women who took the lead in applying for one-child certificates 
were those who wanted only one child, anyway. Some of them were pursuing cultural 
or scientific careers, and the demands of their jobs were such as to preclude 
any thought of a second child. Others were those aware of the nation's populati 
problem and willing to limit themselves to one child in the interest of the 
national goal of realizing the four modernizations. 
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The second group: They took out the onewchild certificates to conform to social 
expectations. They might try for a second child if there should be a change in 
policy. Some of them said they would not change their minds as long as the policy 
remiins unchanged; otherwise, they would, There were others who could not afford 
to have 4 second child now but might change their minds once their conditions 
improved. The Latter made up about 30 percent of the second group. 


The third group: These women were unsure of themselves. They represented about 
10 percent of the total number of certified women. Moet of them were the last 

to take out a onewchild certificate. At first they had wanted a second child but 
reluctantly took out a one-child certificate under pressure from either the 
propaganda of their work unite or their neighborhoods, or for fear of being 
denied a promotion, or for fear that their work unite or departments might come 
under criticiem or draw a low performance rating as a result of their not 
cooperating. 


(4) The reasons for the failure of some women to take out a one-child certificate 
were analyzed. As of the end of June 1980, there were still 290 uncommitted 

women in the FPusuijing residential area, We visited 185 uncommitted women (106 

of them had one female offspring each, and 79 of them had one male offspring each). 
They gave the following reasons: 


1. Twenty-seven women (14 had girlie and 13 had boys), or 14.59 percent of the 
uncommitted, said they had no plans for a second child even though they had not 
applied for one-child certificates. What they meant was that they would make a 
second try a8 soon as there should be a change in policy. 


2. Seventy-nine women (56 had girls and 23 had boys), or 32.7 percent of the 
uncommitted, could not accept the one-child concept and insisted on having a 
second try. Most of them felt that one child would be too lonely and should have 
a playmate. A few women said that the only child would be hard to discipline 
and tend to be spoiled. A few others excused themselves on the unpredictability 
of policy changes. They mentioned that previously, women planning to have their 
second child were permitted a second try even though they would have a lower 
priority than those expecting their first. Now women were forbidden altogether 
to have a second try. The last few women complained about broken promises. 

They said the most they could expect from taking out a one-child certificate 
was a S-yuan allowance for health care--an insignificant amount. 


3. Twelve women went on record to say that they wanted to try for another boy 
so that the boy could carry on their family name and provide for them when they 
got eld. Six of these women (three already had boys and the other three had 
girls) were married to men who were the sole male offspring in their families, 
which for several previous generations had had only one male offspring in each 
generation to carry on the family name. 


4. Twenty-one women (14 had girls and 7 had boys) had young children and vere 
afraid that something might happen to then. 


5. There were other reasons. For example, seven women had made certain 
demands on their work units (such as a demand for housing) and refused to take 
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out onewchild certificates until their demands were met. Twenty-two women had 
sick or deformed children. In two cases, one of the spouses had one child from 
a previous marriage and wanted another child for his or her present marriage. 
Fifteen women worked far from home and did not have the time to see the right 
people in their residential neighborhood in order to take out one-child 
certificates, 


Our investigation reveals that in less than 6 months, the one-child ratio reached 
92.42 percent in the Fusuijing residential area. Thie is an indication that the 
majority of the people are willing to put the public interest above their own 

and are responsive to the party's call to limit each married couple to one child. 
On the other hand, if we are to consolidate the gains in our family p) anning 
program and to stabilize and further raise the one-child ratio, we must continue 
to do a good job in the following areas: 


1. We must stick to the approach of ideological education. We must go all out 
to publicize the importance of “limiting each married couple to one child," 

We must use tact and patience in persuading those who, for their own reasons, are 
still holding out. We must prevent the certified women from changing their 

minds and urge the uncerti‘fed to go along with the party's call on a voluntary 
basis. 


2. We must urge the departments concerned to actively support and create the 
right conditions for family planning and to strictly enforce the policies and 
regulations related to family planning. We must help the families with one child 
to locate daycare centers and schools for their children, to get medical care, 
and to find jobs and housing. We must help single-child parents resolve their 
domestic problems, so as to relieve them of whatever anxieties they may feel 
about their family life. We must promote a favorable attitude toward the 
one-child-per-couple concept in our society. 


3. We must educate the public on birth control methods, improve the quality 

of contraceptives, and strictly enforce birth control regulations. In the 
Fusuijing residential area, 33 percent of the women of childbearing age who have 
one child are from 24 to 29 years old, and 43 percent are from 30 to M& years 
olc. They are still at the height of fertility. To avoid a second pregnancy, 
they must faithfully practice birth control for the next 15 to 25 years, 
Therefore, a highly improved quality of our contraceptives and foolproof birth 
control methods will be the key to our success in limiting each couple to one 
child. 





4. We muet improve health care for mthers and children. We must educate the 
public in prenacal care, pediatric care, and the nursing and feeding of their 
children. We must organize periodic ochysical checkups for single children and 
provide proper care when health problems are spotted. As long as the single 
children enjoy geod health, their parents are unlikely to give any thought 

to a second chiid. 


5. We muet allow those who have special needs and whose needs are covered by 
family planning policies to plan for a second child, We must give tndividual 
attention to their needs. 











Status of Retarded and Disabled People 


The Fusuijing resid tial area has a total of 22,855 families and a total 
population of 82,9lo0 Of this number, 706 persons, or 8.51 percent, are retarded 
or disabled (including retarded, deformed, deaf and dumb, mentally ill, blind 
and epileptic). Please see Table 4 for details. 


In our investigation, we concentrated on cases of hereditary retardation and 
disabilities. 


1. There are 279 cases of hereditary retardations, 22 of whom had a family 
history of retardation. They accounted for 7.89 percent of all hereditary cases. 
Eight retarded children were born of marriages between close relatives. Two of 
them, with different parents, had similar symptoms of mental retardation from 
birth. Two other children with different parents developed similar symptoms 

of feeblemindedness later in childhood. One marriage between close relatives 
produced two children with genetic defects.

Note: When a person suffers from two conditions, he or she is listed under 
the more pronounced condition. Those with a family history of 
mental disorder or epilepsy are listed under hereditary cases. 


Example 1: A man named Zhang, 44 years old, is a mason working for a housing 
administration. His wife Liu works as an electrician for a paper mill. Both of 
them are normal, yet all three of their sons are mentally retarded. Their oldest 
son is 24 years old, the second is 20, and the third is 17. The three sons 
cannot count and never went to school. Now the two older sons are doing simple 
menial work at the housing administration where their father works, but the third 
son is staying home. Their mother has three older sisters. The oldest sister 
has four children, three being retarded. The second sister also has retarded 
children. Only the third sister has normal children. 


Example 2: A woman named Zhao, 51 years old, works at an embroidered shoe 
factory. She was born deformed. Her vertebrae are bent forward so that she 











cannot bend. She has bow legs and walks with difficulty. Wer two sons are 
normal, but her two daughters are deformed like her. The older daughter is 33 
years old and the younger one is 29. Both are working at the production section 
of a "7? May" factory. They walk with difficulty and use crutches. Both are 
unmarried. 


Example 3: A woman named Liang, 33 years old, works as a nurse at a kindergarten. 
She is married to her cousin and has two deformed children. The older girl was 
born with a weak heart. The younger son was born with an abnormal stomach. He 
eate only 20 grams of milk at each feeding and throws up frequently. He also 

has a deformed anus and needs glycerine with each bowel movement. He is 

seriously underweight, weighing only 10 jin. She was pregnant again last March but 
was persuaded to have an abortion. 


2. A study of the age and occupation of the hereditary cases of mental retardation 
and disability reveals the following situation: 


Of the 279 hereditary cases of mental retardation and disability, 202 were born 
after the founding of the People's Republic. They represent 72.4 percent of the 
total retarded and disabled population. Of this number, 65, or 23.30 percent, are 
of school age, and 181, or 64.88 percent, are at the working age from 19 to 50. 
Please see Table 5 and Table 6 for details:

An analysis of the 279 hereditary cases included in Table 5 shows that 156 
persons are totally uneducable and unemployable (those over 50 years old but not 
older than the retirement age who cannot hold any type of job are also considered 
unemployable); this figure constitutes 64.88 percent of the total number of 
hereditary cases.

Table 6 shows that mental retardation offers the greatest hindrance to education 
‘and employment. Of the 103 retarded people, not counting the two children under 
6 years old, only a quarter are educable and employable. Even those who are 
educable perform very poorly in school. Among the employable, the majority can 
perform only simple menial work. Among the deformed, their deformities vary 
greatly. The seriously deformed inciude those with big heads and small bodies, 
paralyzed lower limbs, bent vertebrae, deformed internal organs (hearts, stomachs, 
and anuses), and joined fingers. Minor deformities include one ear missing, 
split lips, and limps. A few cases suffer from a combination of deformities. 
For example, a 55-year-old unemployed woman named Bai is deaf, dumb, and blind. 
A 16-year-old unemployed eirl is retarded, dumb, and deformed. 


Many of those with hereditary mental retardation and deformities cannot work. Some 
of them cannot even take care of their personal needs or support themselves. They 
are a burden to their families and the state. 


Example 1: A 28-year-old man by the name of Zhang has a small body and small 
limbs, though his head is of normal size. Fully grown, he measures only 2 feet 
tall today. He has normal intelligence. His mother, a housewife, takes care of 
him. His brother and sister-in-law support him financially. 
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Example 2: <A 25-year old woman named Zhang has 4 emall head and is retarded, 
She is unemployable. Her mother takes care of her and cannot go to work, Her 
brother and sister support her financtally. 


Example 3: A 46-yearnold man named Qui has a big head and is retarded, Por all 
hie 40-odd years, he relied first on hie parente and then on hia brother and 
siater~-in-law for support. He is destitute. 


Example 4: A 29-year-old woman named Gao works for a store. She has a retarded 
2-year-old boy. The boy cannot be placed at any daycare centers and has to be 
left with a babysitter. She and her husband have a combined monthly income of 
100 yuan, but they must pay the babysitter 50 yuan a month. They are financially 
hard up. 


Our study of the retarded and disabled population in the Fusuijing residential 
area reveals that hereditary cases account for 3.36 percent of the total 
population. This is a high percentage. The causes for hereditary conditions are, 
firet, an unmistakable family history of such conditions or genetic disorders of 
the parents; second, harmful medication, exposure to radioactive materials, 

and contraction of viruses, such as rubeola, by their mothers during pergnancy; 
and third, marriages between close relatives. Large numbers of retarded and 
deformed people will create hardships for their respective families and for the 
state as a whole. More immediately, they will affect the chances for the 
success of our current family planning program. Obviously, when we are promting 
the Limitation of each married couple to one child, every couple will then want a 
smart and healthy child, and not a retarded, deformed, or disabled child. 
Therefore, if we expect smooth sailing for our family planning program, we must 
reduce to a minimum the incidence of hereditary cases of mental retardation and 
deformities. Such an effort is of vital importance if we are to realize the four 
modernizations and ensure the health of our future generations. We must make all 
families, the departments concerned with family planning, and society as a whole 
aware of the importance [of family planning]. To achieve this goal, we venture 
the following suggestions: 


1. We must go all out to promote genetic and eugenic research and organize 
massive publicity to educate the public in eugenics. 


2. We must use a double-barreled method of limiting the size of the population 
and improving the quality of our population at the same time. Public health 
departments must actively offer premarital physical examinations to young people 
planning to get married. Hospitals concerned with family planning must 

get ready to set up genetic consultation desks as part of their outpatient 
services, to promote healthful marriages, and to dissuade couples with genetic 
disorders from getting married or having children, and they must take timely 
steps to prevent the birth of unhealthy children « ~- ‘normalities are 
discovered in the unborn infants during routine , checkups. 


3. The civil affairs departments should set up welfare factories to absorb the 
retarded and deformed population, enabling the retarded and the deformed to do 
whatever work they are capable of both for their own support and for the good 
of society as a whole. They should also set up daycare centers for retarded 
and deformed children in order to lighten the burdenon the respective parents. 


4. The government must legislate le = to control the marriages and reproduction 
of couples with genetic disorders so . to eliminate the possible causes of a 
lowering of the quality of our population.

[Text] Our object in studying population theory is to understand completely 

and profoundly the population laws and, in accord with the objective laws of 
population in a socialist society and the influence of population growth on 
China's social development, to formulate and implement a correct population policy 
so that China's population increase will conform to national economic development 
and will accelerate construction of the socialist four modernizations and promote 
the health and welfare of all of China's people. China is a unified multinational 
nation. Apart from the Han, who are the most numerous, there are over 50 
minority nationalities, each with its own characteristics. If we wish to 

promote and implement family planning, we must study conscientiously and cannot 
just treat everything the same way metaphysically, because each of the minority 
nationalities has different geographical conditions, and the specific situation 
with regard to history, economic development, and population is different. Some 
require planned control of population growth to lower the birth rate, while 
others require the adoption of measures advantageous for population growth for 

a certain period of time. What policies should be adopted for a specific 
situation must be determined by starting with the actual situation and conducting 
surveys and studies. One cannot discuss the population question subjectively 

and one-sidedly. 


Gansu is a province where many nationalities live. Its area is over 450,000 
square kilometers, and its population is 18.7 million. Included in this population 
are Moslems, Tibetans, Mongolians, Monguors, Manchus, Zhuangs, Dongxiangs, 
Yugurs, Bao'ans, Salars, Koreans, Kazakhs, and Uighurs, all together some 13 
minorities, totaliig 1.37 milliion constituting 7.3 percent of the population 

of the province, and having a definite influence on the province's population 
growth. The two autonomous prefectures and six autonomous countries make up over 
174,000 square kilometers, which is 38 percent of the province. In the 30 years 
since the founding of the nation, though they suffered heavy destruction from 

the ultraleftist line of Lin Biao and the “gang of four," the minority nationality 
areas, guided by the brilliance of the party's nationalities policy, have, 
through the collective efforts of the nationalities, victoriously carried out 
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democratic .-'orme and a socialiat traneformation, and have realized the estab- 
lishment of pecple's communes. Soctaliat construction has made evident 
achievements, there have been great improvements in the standard of living, and 

a situation of stability, unity, and prosperity has appeared. But the features of 
economic poverty and cultural emptiness have not yet been fundamentally changed. 
While there is the problem of vigorously developing material production, there 
also is the problem of correctly controlling population growth. To make the 
minority nationalities begin to become prosperous, it will be necessary to conduct 
concrete analyses and carry out different and varied treatment with regard to 
population growth, in conformity with the demands of population growth and of 
economic development. 


I. It is necessary to launch family planning campaigns in minority nationality 
communities where the level of productive forces is lo, the people are numerous, 
and the land is in short supply. 


The Linxia Hui Autonomous Prefecture in Gansu Province has an area of 7,900 
square kilometers. It is very mountainous, the temperature is low, and there is 
a high frequency of natural disasters, so agricultural production development 

has been slow. In 1956 there were 839,000 people in the entire prefecture; there 
were 2,457,000 mu of cultivated land, or 2.9 mu per person; gross output of 
foodgrains was 500,149,000 jin, or 596 jin per person; and case income was high: 
80 yuan per person. Times were still good. But because of reckless population 
growth, the birth rate was above 40 percent annually, and by 1978, 22 years later, 
there was a net increase of 481,000 persons, for a total population of 1.32 
million. Thus, the average number of mu of cultivated land per person was 
reduced to 1.5. Although the gross output of foodgrains increased by 152.18 
million jin over 1956, the average per person dropped by 102 jin; furthermore, 
the cash income dropped by half, with the average per person about 40 yuan. 
Beginning in 1973, the prefecture was not self-sufficient in production of food- 
grains, and every year the pe>ple ate resold grain in part, with the estimated 
total of state-resold grain being 147,930,000 jin. 


Reckless population growth has also created many other difficulties, with the 
result that the burdens as well as the contradictions have become greater. Take 
education, for example. Since the early postliberation period, elementary schools 
in the prefecture have increased from 175 to 1,472, middle schools from 3 to 44, 
and middle and elementary staff and employees from 178 to 8,521. Although there 
have been these important developments, the demand still cannot be satisfied. 

Tn 1978, 32 percent of the school-age children could not start school, 10 percent 
of the elementary school graduates could not enter junior high school, and 60 
percent of the junior high school graduates could not enter senior high school. 

At the same time, the quality of instruction was affected by the fact that there 
were too many students, a shortage of teachers, insufficient money for expendi- 
tures, and simple and crude equipment. Next there remains the large problem of 
finding work for labor. The reports on the labor situation in the prefecture 

is that in 1978 there were still 6,693 persons waiting for work. Every year 

from now on there will be an increase of about 8,000 persons ready to enter the 
labor force, but in actuality only 2,400 can be placed; the great number of 
remaining persons in society who must stay idle may even result in some young 
persons going astray. In addition, in the cities and towns a housing shortage has 
appeared, transportation is crowded, it is difficult to get children into daycare 
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centers, medical and cultural factlicies cannot meet needs, the supply of 
commodities cannot meet the demand, and free market prices are very high. What is 
even more important is the fact that because the pressure of population increase 
ie 80 great, there is a serious imbalance in the proportion of accumulation and 
consumption, it is necessary to use large amounte of capital to support this 

part of the people's standard of living, and this has influened accumulation by 
collectives and the state. Agricultural investment is ineufficient, production 
tools are backward, local industry cannot develop, and this has hindered national 
economic development and held back the four modernigations. The main thing about 
the above probleme is that they violate the objective lawe of population development 
and have paid the penalty of practice. 


it wae not until 1973 that the prefecture had a clear understanding of these 
probleme and began family planning with some results. Natural population growth 
dropped from 28.7 percent in 1973 to 14.7 percent in 1978. The grand total for the 
five-year period was 58,232 fewer persons born. Because that many fewer persons 
were born, the savings to the state and the collective in childrearing expenses 

was 35,986,000 yuan (calculated at 206 yuan per person per year), consumption of 
foodgrains was lees by 69,870,000 jin (calculated at 400 jin per person per year), 
and the savings in cotton was over 3,493,000 chi (calculated at 20 chi per person 
per year). This unquestionably was a very great contribution to socialist 
construction and to an improvement in the standard of living of the entire 
prefecture. If we had not started family planning calculated at the rate of 
population growth before 1973, the total population of the prefecture in 1978 would 
have been over 1,400 million, and by the year 2000 it would reach 2.2 million. 
During that period the ampunt of cultivated land would be reduced to less than 1 mu 
per person, bringing with it more numerous and more severe social problems. 
Minority nationality areas like this must begin family planning. 


ll. We should actively adopt measures favorable to population development in 
minority nationality communities where the territory is large and the population 
is sparse. 


Aksay Kazak Autonomous County in Gansu Province has an area of over 32,000 square 
kilometers. This area has vast grasslands, rich earth, and abundant mineral 
deposits, but the population is only 7,039, including 2,020 Kazak who are 

mainly herdemen. Before liberation, the Kazak wandered around in the Gansu, 
Qinghai, and Xinjiang border areas and were murdered and pillaged by the Guomindang 
reactionaries, with the result that they were almost wiped out; by Liberation 
there were only 1,700 persons left. Out of party and government concern, they 
were provided with large quantities of material resources and livestock and 
implemented 2 years of the supply system. In 1954 the Aksay Kazak Autonomous 
County was established and the Kazak, as their own masters, built up the grasslands 
and tried hard to develop production. In 1978 the county's livestock had increased 
to 171,000 head--an average of 40 head per person and a ninefold increase over 

the early postliberation period. Due to the great development of production, 

the value of each labor day workpoint was i 38 yuan; this represented an average 
income of 284 yuan per person per year, the highest level in the province, Now 
every commune member family has a sewing machine and radio, and the majority have 
bank savings accounts and are well off. The production potential of this county 

is considerable and it has broad prospects, but because it is above sea level 

and the climate ic cold, the conditions for [good] health are lacking, the birth 








rate ie low, and population growth is slow, The average annual growth rate is 

1.5 percent, and the net increase in population in the 30 years since liberation 
has been only 320 persons, Therefore there is a shortage of labor which is not 
suited to the further development of the national economy. This requires that we 
actively adopt measures favorable to population growth, and that we conectentiously 
improve work in sanitation and epidemic prevention, prevention and treatment of 
disease, maternity and child care, labor protection, and improvement of the soil 
and water, in order to increase population growth rapidly to suit the development 
of the economy. 


lll. Minority nationalities scattered in different areas should implement the 
population policy of their area 


in our 12 prefectures, autonomous prefectures, and cities there are scattered 
settlements of minorities, and while they have their own custome and beliefs which 
should be respected, the particulars of their political, economic, and cultural 
life are influenced and conditioned by local conditions, are closely related, 

and involve their vital interests. Thus their population growth should be included 
in the local population planning and managed in accordance with the local 
population policy. This will benefit national economic development, the improve- 
ment of material production, and the prospering and unity of the nationality. 

Many years of practice have proven that with propaganda and education, this portion 
of the people will be willing to implement family planning and will personally 

feel the advantages of family planning. 


The law of the suitability of population growth and the development of the 
production of material goods is the theoretical foundation which guides family 
planning work practice. [Any decision as to) whether or not a certain nationality 
or a certain area should implement family planning should be weighed by this law, 
for treating everything in the same way violates objective demands. Now there 
are some who think that this is not quite proper: one-sidedly emphasizing only 
the “vast territory and abundant wealth" aspect of the minority nationalities 
overlooks the fact that social productive forces are still not developed, that 
ecience and technology are still very backward, and that it will be a long time 
before they will have the power to exploit the areas; emphasizing only the 
quantitative increases in people overlooks qualitative improvement and at the 
same time conducts a specific analysis as a “minority,” while the "minority" is 
only so in comparison with the Han Chinese, for the minority nationality 
population in some areas is very dense, so that in terms of arable land and 
economic conditions, the population growth has been rapid and not slow; emphasizing 
only the customs and religious beliefs of the minority nationalities overlooks 
propaganda and education and the fact that social traditions can be changed. 
There are also some who worry that implementing family planning will influence 
stability and unity, and this is without justification. Premier Zhou said, 
"Family planning is progressive and communist." The aim of family planning is 
to advance the health and interests of all the people, and doing a good job of 

it can only benefit stability and unity. Does this mean that if the population 
increases too fast and that many people thereby have no work to do or food to 
eat, that this will create stability and unity? These things cannot be the 
foundation for implementing policy. In the past few years, on the basis of 
summarizing China's population experiences, both positive and negative, we have 
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recognized the law of the necessity of suiting population growth and the 
development of the production of material goods. Integrating population practice 
to the minority nationality areas of one province, promoting family planning 

as suite the localities, and trying hard to adjust in a conscious and planned 
fashion the contradictions between population growth and production of material 
goods, we have with effort had some preliminary successes. Of course, whether or 
not this different and varied treatment based on specific conditions conforms to 
the laws of population still awaite further study. 


Things are constantly veveloping and changing, and the situation in the stages of 
the developmental processes are often different. Proposing the direction of our 
work on the basis of specific situations of development and change in order to 
resolve new contradictions is the attitude of the dialectical materialist. And 
it should be the same in treating the population question. A few years ago, four 
minority nationality autonomous counties in Gansu said they wanted to undertake 
family planning, and there are many more such situations in the country. Thus, 
we must proceed from actual circumstances and conscientiously resolve the 
population questions in these areas. As for what the particular actions and the 
specific aims should be, these may differ from those of the Han. We should propose 
methods which suit actual circumstances to benefit the development of these 
nationalities and make a greater contribution to the four modernizations. 


The above questions await further exploration. We propose that when formulating 
population policy: 


1. Family planning should be started everywhere, except in minority nationality 
areas where the population is sparse; 


2. Measures should be adopted that are favorable to population growth in minority 
nationality areas where the population is sparse; 


3. Family planning must be implemented among Han who live in minority nationality 
areas; 


4. Family planning must be implemented among minority nationalties who are 
scattered in Han areas.
